Q ueer pinball lovers rejoice! There's a new game in town. 

And it's not just any game ... it's the world's first queer video game, 
dressed up with video shots of San Francisco's gay pride parade, drag queens 
cheering and jeering you on, and bumpers decorated with gay themes or noto¬ 
rious homophobes to knock down. 

It's "Go Girl!," a creation of San Francisco sculptor Michael Brown, with collabora¬ 
tion from artist Rex Ray, composer m.c. Schmidt, and computer expert Chris Walker. 

After making rounds throughout the West last year and picking up awards at two 
major pinball shows, "Go Girl" is back home in San Francisco and will be available for 
play at The Stud, 399 Ninth Street, this month. 

‘Drag-enhanced’ 

It's much more than a few rainbow flags and pink triangles that make this a queer pin¬ 
ball machine. But in addition to being queer, the game includes a live-action video screen 
and a built-in camera that provide a level of interaction unlike any other video game. 

Brown said the idea for "Go Girl!" materialized about five years ago after he and a 
friend, who at that time were regulars at The Detour, decided to give up smoking. 

"We needed something to occupy our hands," Brown said, "so we took up pinbali. I'm 
an artist and do sculptures, and pretty soon we started tossing around the idea of doing a 
drag-oriented pinbali machine." 

It takes little observation to see that the pinball industry is a straight-oriented industry,

Politics threaten

r he long-awaited and much-needed 
expansion and renovation of the Eu¬ 
reka Valley Recreation Center 
(EVRC), which serves a diverse array 
of Castro neighborhood groups, may be de¬ 
layed indefinitely because Mayor Willie 
Brown wants to take away a huge chunk of its 
funding for use in one of his pet projects. 

The city-owned and -operated center, lo¬ 
cated on Collingwood Street between 18th 
and 19th streets, currently provides space for 
arts and crafts, after-school programs, dances, 
volleyball and basketball, and a host of other 
activities. It is heavily used by tots, teens, se¬ 
niors, the hearing-impaired, and many activ¬ 
ity groups, ranging from the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence to wrestling teams. While 
it caters to everyone, many of its users are gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender. 

“It’s a very busy center,” said Nancy Dito, 
the center’s director. “We could surely use 


more space.” All of the building s rooms 
in use almost all of the time, she added, and 
the facility is both badly run down and in 
need of retrofitting to provide ready access 
for disabled persons. , 

But some of the $200>Q00 in funds accu¬ 
mulated over the past five years for the cen¬ 
ter’s $1.6 million rehabilitation and expansion 
maybe diverted to one of the mayor’s favorite 
projects in the Bayview district, an $8.5 mil¬ 
lion public swimming-pool renovation. 

To come up with the money for the pool, 
Brown is looking to the Citizens Open Space 
Advisory Committee, a part of the Parks and 
Recreation Commission, which funds the 
recreation center, along with projects through¬ 
out the city. The committee takes in some $17 
million annually from property taxes, which it 
banks for parks and recreation projects in 
every San Francisco neighborhood. 

“Brown wants to take money away from 
virtually every other neighborhood to fund 
the pool,” said Alan Weaver, an openly gay

Health Commission 
votes 6-0 for director 

Dr. Katz becomes second gay head of DPH

D r. Mitch Katz was unani¬ 
mously approved as the 
city’s new health director 
Tuesday, February 3. The San 
Francisco Health Commission 
voted 6-0 for the former director 
of the AIDS Office to oversee the 
city’s largest department, which 
has 6,000 employees and an annu¬ 
al budget of about $729 million. 

Katz becomes the second con¬ 
secutive openly gay director of the 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH) and succeeds his friend 
and colleague Latina lesbian Dr. 
Sandra Hernandez, who resigned 
last summer. Mayor Willie Brown 
announced at last week’s AIDS 
Summit that he had recommend¬ 
ed Katz to the health commission, 
and the selection points to the sig¬ 


nificance the city’s AIDS Office 
has in local public health policy; 
like Katz, Hernandez had run that 
office before becoming director. 

Katz, who has served as inter¬ 
im director since last July, received 
his medical degree from Harvard 
Medical School in 1986 and 
earned his bachelor of arts degree 
in psychology from Yale Universi¬ 
ty in 1981. Sources said the mayor 
had interviewed several people for 
the post over the last months; ap¬ 
parently, the city’s first choice was 
a physician from Southern Cali¬ 
fornia who did not take the job. 

While Katz is a respected AIDS 
researcher and doctor, he has been 
a lightning rod for criticism with¬ 
in the gay community, most re¬ 
cently for the DPH’s enforcing so- 
called “voluntary” guidelines at 
city sex clubs that prohibit private 
spaces. 


Openly gay Health Commis¬ 
sioner Ron Hill, who was prevent¬ 
ed from attending the commis¬ 
sion’s meeting Tuesday by flood¬ 
ing in the North Bay, told the 
B.A.R. last week that he was sur¬ 
prised when Brown made the an¬ 
nouncement. “This is news to 
everybody. Last year, some of us 
met with the mayor, and he told 
us he would let us know when he 
made a decision. 

“I think Mitch is very qualified 
for the job,” Hill added. 

Hernandez had nothing but 
praise for her colleague; both she 
and Katz are practicing physicians 
at San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal, where they treat AIDS patients 
on Ward 86. “I think it’s great,” she 
told the B.A.R. “Mitch is an ex¬ 
ceptionally bright individual, a 
problem-solver, and he works 
hard.” ▼ 


San Francisco to recognize 
1 National Freedom to Marry Da/

%an Francisco will join cities 
across the country in cele- 
i v brating “National Freedom 
to Marry Day,” next Thursday, 
February 12, with events designed 
to increase support for equal mar¬ 
riage rights for everyone. 

Local events that day will in¬ 
clude a forum at 6:30 p.m., where 
the importance and potential ef¬ 
fects of legalizing same-sex mar¬ 
riages will be discussed. The 
forum will be held at the Metro¬ 
politan Community Church, lo¬ 
cated at 150 Eureka Street in the 
Castro. 

“The Hawaii Supreme Court 
ruling is just around the corner,” 
said forum organizer Cheryl 
Deaner, executive director of All 
Our Families Coalition. The 
Hawaii Supreme Court is present¬ 
ly considering a case that would 
permit same-sex marriages in that 
state, which has triggered legisla¬ 
tion across the country to ban 
recognition of such marriages. 

Aware that such marriages face 
such strong opposition, Deaner 
added that “we who support the 


freedom to marry need to educate 
those who do not understand that 
lesbian and gay families have the 
same needs for legal protection 
and respect as their families do.” 

During the forum, both Dean¬ 
er and Kate Kendell, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights, will discuss the 
ramifications of legalizing same- 
sex marriage. 

“Having our relationships 
legally recognized is not about 
special rights or undermining the 
‘traditional’ American family,” 
said Kendell. “Allowing lesbians 
and gay men the same right to 
marry as every other couple pro¬ 
motes such core family values as 
stability and security for our chil¬ 
dren.” 

The day will be honored with 
an official declaration from Mayor 
Willie Brown, to be presented by 
Supervisor Leslie Katz. Resolu¬ 


tions will also be issued com¬ 
mending the work of the Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund and the Freedom to Marry 
Coalition, groups that are fighting 
state legislation to ban recogni¬ 
tion of same-sex marriages, and 
supporting legal efforts to obtain 
official sanction for such mar¬ 
riages. 

While some cities, such as San 
Francisco, offer official cere¬ 
monies or public registration to 
honor same-sex relationships, 
these ceremonies and registra¬ 
tions do not carry the same legal 
protections and obligations as a 
legal marriage. T

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Castro meal program 
seeks to match anti¬ 
hunger challenge grant

f ' I imply Supper, the only pro¬ 
gram specifically feeding the 
* homeless and hungry in the 
Castro, is seeking to expand its 
program through a nationwide 
challenge grant and donations 
from community members. 

Rhode Island philanthropist 
Alan Shawn Feinstein has offered 
$1 million to match donations of 
$25 or more that community- 
based anti-hunger organizations 
nationwide receive from February 
4-14 and submit on February 18. 
If more than $1 million is raised, 
the qualifying programs will share 
the money. 

Simply Supper learned of the 
challenge grant from Representa¬ 
tive Nancy Pelosi’s office, which 
forwarded the challenge to several 
San Francisco anti-hunger pro¬ 


grams. Program organizers believe 
that this will be the only local qual¬ 
ifying program run by a primarily 
gay and lesbian organization. 

Simply Supper is an outreach 
of Metropolitan Community 
Church of San Francisco. Each 
Wednesday, program director 
David Grant and over a dozen 
volunteers serve nutritious meals 
and distribute donated supplies to 
40 to 50 people. 

The meals program was start¬ 
ed last November, after church 
leaders who are active in Castro 
Area Planning and Action (CAPA) 
participated in community meet¬ 
ings held by CAPA and Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano, which cited the 
need for a food program for the 
poor and homeless of the Castro. 

“We were the first to respond 
with a program to feed the hungry,” 
Reverend Penny Nixon of MCC/SF 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 


Nixon said the program is 
working with area merchants and 
organizations to expand, and to 
provide meals on other days. They 
hope the challenge grant will 
bring additional funding for food 
for the hungry into the Castro. 

Donations over $25 must be in 
the form of a check to “MCC/SF” 
dated between February 4 and 
February 14, with a note in the 
memo stating “Simply Supper.” 
Checks should be mailed in time 
to be copied and submitted on 
February 18 to MCC/SF, Atten¬ 
tion: “Simply Supper,” 150 Eureka 
Street, SF,CA 94114. 

Feinstein is a long-time crusad¬ 
er against hunger, and is the orga¬ 
nizer of Brown University’s anti- 
hunger program. He previously 
made a national challenge for 
$100,000, which resulted in eligi¬ 
ble organizations raising over $1.3 
million to qualify for the match. V 


Forum on queer economic development

• ommunity members are in¬ 
vited to a forum on eco- 
w nomic issues in the local 
queer community this Saturday, 
February 7, in San Francisco. The 
afternoon meeting, held by the EQ 
Development Group and the Har¬ 
vey Milk Institute, will seek to an¬ 
swer a question posed by Kathleen 
Connell, EQ’s founder: “Is there a 
hidden gay economic crisis?” 

The afternoon discussion is part 
of EQ’s ongoing effort to get feed¬ 
back from the gay, lesbian, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender community on 
an aspect of queer life that has long 
been ignored: the'economic impact 
of discrimination against sexual 
minorities and the economic fall¬ 
out from AIDS. The meeting is 
open to the public. Connell said 
that Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
will be a featured speaker. 

“It’s time for everyone to be¬ 
come more aware that many gays 
and the entire community are at- 
risk economically,” said Connell. 
“With respect to owning our own 
homes, access to financial re¬ 
sources, communications, and 
consideration in government con¬ 


tracting ... we do not have an ad¬ 
equate share of the America that 
we help to build.” 

Connell and Jaye Whittaker, 
chief operating officer at EQ, plan 
to develop a comprehensive eco¬ 
nomic development plan; both 
have emphasized such a plan 
should be an inclusive, communi¬ 
ty-wide effort. EQ has joined with 
the Harvey Milk Institute, which 
is one of the largest queer studies 
organizations in the world. In the 
course of its organizing, EQ in¬ 
tends to build partnerships with 
other organizations, government 
agencies, businesses, and interest¬ 
ed residents. 

At the meeting, EQ will roll 
out some of its ideas in addition 
to receiving community input. 
Whittaker said some areas of par¬ 
ticular concern include: commu¬ 
nity control of an economic de¬ 
velopment planning process; 
ownership of, in addition to ac¬ 
cess to affordable housing; estab¬ 
lishment of economic and finan¬ 
cial institutions to support busi¬ 
ness start-ups, job creation, 
home-buying, education, capital 
formation and retention, and in¬ 
vestment; and creation of a state- 
of-the-art communications infra¬ 


structure for the local, national, 
and global queer community. 

The Saturday meeting is one of 
EQ’s first community actions. Last 
November, the organization intro¬ 
duced the concept of gay economic 
development at a meeting of the 
San Francisco Board of Supervisors’ 
Health, Family, and Environment 
Committee. “Imagine if gay people, 
starving for positive, honest images 
of themselves, owned and con¬ 
trolled a piece of the broadcasting 
and telecommunications pie, in¬ 
stead of huddling around the tele¬ 
vision every week to see if Disney is 
going to allow Ellen DeGeneres to 
stay on the air,” Connell said. 

Last July, EQ submitted two 
formal proposals to the Mayor’s 
Office of Community Develop¬ 
ment to assess the economic con¬ 
dition of San Francisco’s queer 
community, and to develop and 
implement a strategic economic 
development plan that addresses 
the needs of the community. V

Crafty anti-union, 
anti-sunshine petition 
circulates in Castro

' or the past week, signature 
gatherers have been out in 
H force in the Castro and 
other neighborhoods throughout 
San Francisco, circulating a seem¬ 
ingly innocuous petition having 
to do with nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions. At first glance, the petition 
appears aimed at strengthening 
unions operating within AIDS or¬ 
ganizations and other nonprofit 
groups - but according to Criss 
Romero, the newly-elected presi¬ 
dent of the Harvey Milk Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender De¬ 
mocratic Club, its proposed ordi¬ 
nance would do just the opposite. 

Moreover, the petition drive 
appears at least in part aimed at 
undermining efforts by Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano and many 
HIV/AIDS activists to enact a 
Sunshine ordinance for nonprof¬ 
it organizations. Such an ordi¬ 
nance, currently being shepherd¬ 
ed through City Hall by Ammi¬ 
ano, has been the center of a furi¬ 
ous battle between activists with 
the Accountability Project and the 


directors of several nonprofit 
AIDS service organizations, most 
notably the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. 

Titled “The Not-For-Profit 
Workplace Privacy Protection Act 
of 1998,” the petition was filed on 
behalf of San Franciscans United 
to Protect Our Non-Profits by 
openly gay political consultant 
Robert Barnes. 

The petition seeks to place on 
the ballot an ordinance that 
would, among other provisions 
relating to union elections, “en¬ 
sure that the City and County 
does not condition grants to or 
contract with nonprofit agencies 
which have the effect of limiting 
or abridging the rights and pro¬ 
tections afforded under federal 
law to those agencies and their 
employees.” 

In the view of Accountability 
Project founder Michael Petrelis, 
who long has been an outspoken 
critic and thorn in the side of the 
AIDS Foundation, the thinly 
veiled language of the petition is. 
crafted in a way that would pro¬ 
hibit the enactment of ordinances 
such as Sunshine for nonprofits. 


“I believe the proposed ballot 
initiative targets union activity 
and Sunshine in its confusing 
wording,” said Petrelis. 

“Sunshine helps workers orga¬ 
nize,” said Romero, who works 
with Local 790 of the Service Em¬ 
ployees International Union. 
Local 790 represents workers in 
nonprofit organization. 

“One concern I have is how 
this affects the gay and lesbian 
community and people of color,” 
added Romero. “I think what 
Robert’s doing is so destructive to 
the gay/lesbian community. He’s a 
mercenary.” 

“If the vampires who oppose 
Sunshine are willing to go to the 
extreme of a ballot measure at this 
point in the debate about Sun¬ 
shine,” said Petrelis, “I can only 
surmise that the nonprofits have 
something serious to hide.” ▼

H | jf hen the Ambiente Latino 
Democratic Club was 
chartered by the San 
Francisco Democratic Central 
Committee last month, queer 
Latinos gained a second political 
club in the city. The group, which 
will hold its first meeting this Sat¬ 
urday, February 7, joins another 
new organization for queer Lati¬ 
nos, the Queer Latino Political 
Action Committee (QL PAC), in 
providing politically interested 
people with forums to determine 
issues that are important to the 
Latino lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) community. 

All interested people are wel¬ 
come to the meeting and social. 

John Lira, one of the founders 
of Ambiente, had been a board 
member of QL PAC but recently 
resigned. Members of both clubs 
have stressed the importance of 
having as many voices as possible 
in the community, and they don’t 
necessarily view the groups as 
competitors. “Working together, 
there is room for everybody,” Lira 
told the B.A.R. “My intent is to do 
the right thing, and find out where 
we fit in.” 

Ambiente was started by a 
group of gay Latino community 
members, including co-chairs Lira 


and Jose Najar, Reymundo Antho¬ 
ny, and Ray Estrada. They wanted 
to promote greater visibility of the 
Latino LGBT community, and 
work at grooming potential can¬ 
didates for office. Ambiente exists 
to give political voice and involve¬ 
ment,, as well as to bring together 
and build alliances with other 
groups to promote the growing 
political strength of the queer 
Latino community. They also plan 
to work closely with the Democ¬ 
ratic Party. Lira said there are 53 
registered members currently. 


“The Latino community as a 
whole is awakening to our political 
strength and numbers, and LGBT 
Latinos are a major driving force 
behind this effort,” s§id Lira. “We 
are involved in politics, business, 
and the arts, and we vote. But we 
need to come together and identi¬ 
fy who we are, how we vote, and 
support our issues and candidates.” 

Lira, a native San Franciscan 
who grew up in the Mission Dis¬ 
trict, has been active in local gay 
Latino circles since 1986. He ran

Dowling should also 
receive a fundraising boost from 
his recent endorsement by the 
Gay and Lesbian Victory Fund, a 
national organization that con¬ 
nects qualified gay and lesbian 
candidates with donors. 

Not afraid to work on behalf of 
the local gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity, Dowling has pledged to use 
the council position to support ef¬ 
forts to create a gay and lesbian 
community center in Hayward and 
to support local gay businesses. ▼

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The games we play 


; ot all battles are won on bloody bat¬ 
tlegrounds, at capital rotundas, or in 
turbulent courtrooms. Sometimes 
they’re won one free ball at a time. 

Were referring, of course, to the pinball 
machine “Go Girl!” on our cover this week, 
and the amazing breakthrough it repre¬ 
sents. For years we’ve wondered why pinball 
companies never bothered to create a game 
geared for our market. It wasn’t only that 
there weren’t any gay machines; much 
worse was that some gaybars were saddled 
with pinball machines promoting anti-gay 
things. What self-respecting gay person, for 
instance, would not recoil at seeing a Mel 
Gibson Lethal Weapon machine flashing 
away (dare we say menacingly?) in the cor¬ 
ner of their local queer gathering place? 

It also seemed stupid on the part of pin¬ 
ball manufacturers: if there are enough gay 
bars around to keep bar guide publishers 
like Bob Damron in business - and there are 
- it only makes sense that there would be 
enough to make it worth the game-makers’ 
effort to come up with a machine for us. 

Well, the companies still haven’t gotten 
around to it, but we think it’s terrific that a 
group of fun-loving Bay Area gay pinball 
wizards did, especially if they are able to 
market the game nationally. The machine 
reinforces a sense of fun and Gay Culture 
that some fear is ebbing in the community, 
but what is more important (or at least as 
important) is that it is one more nuts-and- 
bolts monument to our visibility. 

Each Go Girl! pinball machine stands as 
a testament to the fact that gay people exist. 
(And that we have economic clout, which is 
no small thing in this increasingly capitalis¬ 
tic world.) That may seem like a small mat¬ 


ter to some of the younger readers of this 
paper, but the rest of us remember when 
such visibility was unimaginable. In fact, we 
remember when visibility was kind of terri¬ 
fying, since it usually attracted ridicule. And 
while Go Girl! is certainly ridiculous (inten¬ 
tionally so, in the best sense of the 
word), it is us laughing at ourselves, 
which is in its own way very em¬ 
powering. , 

These are the things that 
change the world in small ways, 
but change it inexorably. Next we’re 
hope to see a gay Nintendo game. It sure 
could give a scintillating new meaning 
to the term Game Boy. 

Speaking of game boys and 
free balls, it seems America is 
less than enthused about Pres¬ 
ident Clinton’s relationship (whatever it 
was) with that intern. If only the media - 
particularly the Bill Gates-owned MSNBC 
- could follow suit. To say nothing of Ken¬ 
neth Starr. 

As Clinton’s popularity climbs, Starr’s 
ratings plummet, and all we can say is it’s 
about time. It is also about time for him to 
acknowledge that he is a hired assassin, not 
a special prosecutor, and that he’s inept. It 
has been suggested that he could regain 
some of his lost credibility by prosecuting 
the members of his own office staff who 
have been leaking documents to the press. 
Of course, that’s about as likely as Paula 
Jones announcing she’s having a long-term 
sexual relationship with Linda Tripp. So it’s 
likely he’ll continue to be just another vi¬ 
cious mugger lurking in the shadows of 
American politics, like J. Edgar Hoover but 
with a less interesting wardrobe. 


An interesting and positive result of the 
whole mess, by the way, has been increased 
support for the Democratic Party and pro¬ 
gressive politics. Although we do believe in 
bipartisan politics in general, when things 
get specific it is almost always the Democ¬ 
rats who have helped us to make the mod¬ 
est gains we’ve eked out so far. Taking a 
look around at the likely Republican 
contenders for the presidential nom¬ 
ination, it seems the situation hasn’t 
changed, and nobody on the GOP 
side has much of anything but con¬ 
tempt for us. 

And no, February of 1998 is not 
too soon to start looking at the 
race that will be decided in 
November of 2000. It may 
look far away to some, but the 
truth is the race has already begun. It start¬ 
ed the day Bill Clinton won the last election, 
and both sides know it’s an important one. 

We urge readers to get involved with the 
political process now, as proud lesbians, 
gays, bisexuals, and transgenders. For some, 
that will simply be a matter of writing a 
check to a candidate or two (please write 
“support gay rights” or a similar message in 
that “memo” space), while others will get 
deeper into party politics by joining their 
local clubs. As Cynthia Laird reports on 
page 5, a group of gay Latinos and lesbian 
Latinas recently formed a new Bay Area De¬ 
mocratic club, El Ambiente, and are look¬ 
ing for interested people to join them. The 
PolitiCalendar on page 24 lists other politi¬ 
cal clubs in the area, for people of all types. 
Get involved. Be involved. Stay involved. 
There’s much to be done.

Animal antagonism 

[The following letter was sent to Dan Solliday 
(“Rebut seriously, folks,” Mailstrom, January 29):] 

Thank you for sharing your thoughts (such as they 
were) in your sweet little open letter to me in the 
B.A.R. (January 29). 

Cognition is “anything that is known or perceived” 
(Webster’s New World Dictionary, Concise Edition, 
1969, page 145). Thus the content (or lack of) in 
B.A.R. editorials would fall within this definition. The 
same source defines intelligible as “understood; clear; 
comprehensible,” so again, BA.R. editorial comments 
on animal rights would be correctly characterized as 
unintelligible. That they are further unintelligent, as 
you suggest, goes without question. While the BA.R. 
comments do show some of the characteristics of 
“stupidity,” such as “lacking in understanding; slow- 
witted; dull” (same source), I thought that “stupid” 
was an unnecessarily offensive adjective that does 
nothing to keep the discussion on the high intellec¬ 
tual and philosophical level I always aspire to. 

I won’t quibble about holding one’s tongue or 
holding one’s pen. I believe the other readers got the 
point. 

I do agree with your statement that testing drugs 
for diseases is not the same as hunting, trapping, coat 
& cosmetics manufacturing, etc., and I said as much 
in the sixth sentence of my letter. Since untold mil¬ 
lions upon millions of animals are tortured and ex¬ 
terminated in testing, I do think it is fair to say that it 
is a holocaust for them. To my mind, it is an open 
question whether this is either the best or the only 
way that we can cure the diseases that afflict the 
human animal. Do we as higher animals have the 
right to sacrifice lower animals for our purposes? 
Again, you haven’t presented any arguments as to why 
you have this right. You merely whine that I am try¬ 
ing to stop you (as if this is some personal grudge) 
from eating animals or benefiting from their lab ex¬ 
periments, again, two different issues that are not of 
equal merit. You might prevent getting several nasty 
killer diseases by a change of diet. 

Medicine is ^ very broad category, not all of which 
is derived from animal experiments. Even if I bene¬ 
fited from all the drugs tested on. animals, does that 
mean that I can’t criticize the barbarity inherent in 
the animal testing? A “necessary evil” is still an evil, 
and who has the right to say that I can’t fight against 
it by either seeking to reduce it or eliminating it? Your 
reasoning comes very close to the love-it-or-leave-it 
line used on those who oppose the criminal foreign 
policy of the US Government. My oppositions the 
above practices is not an arbitrary fiat, which is an as¬ 
sertion based on whim and caprice, and enforced by 
decree, written as in the case of editors, legal when 
done by sanction of the government. 

Ultimately, any time that you undertake to engage 
in any public issue, be it gun control, abortion, drug 
wars, animal rights, civil rights, etc., you are going to 
impact on someone’s rights or customary way of 
doing things. 

I couldn’t find any definition of brain farts in the 
several medical dictionaries that I own.

AOL is high¬ 
ly suspect in a number of matters relating to gays and 
lesbians, not only in the matter of Timothy McVeigh, 
in which the AOL spokesdrones at first insisted.and 
reiterated that they had not-released information 
about McVeigh’s sexual orientation Jo the Navy.- and 
then admitted they had done just that (and all with 
one phone call!), but that it was “human error.” 

It’s still impossible to do keyword searches on AOL 
tor sites and newsgroups related to the sexual part of 
homosexuality, because according to the AOL 
thought police, homosexuality and related con¬ 
cepts are not what the average and rea¬ 
sonable citizen of the average and reason¬ 
able American household would find 
morally acceptable. In addition, AOL 
censors still automatically delete profiles 
of members who are too sexually or oth¬ 
erwise explicit in profile descriptions.

Pride de-emphasizing politics 

Re: “Big plans for Pride ’98 draw scrutiny,” January 
22 issue: 

It pleases me to read that Pride Celebration Board 
President Deborah Oakley-Melvin realizes that the 
not-so-distant past was “a very powerful time,” but 
she should know that this too is a powerful time, and 
that the powerful times did not end in 78 with the 
Milk-Moscone assassinations, nor with the bathhouse 
closures in ’84, nor the apogee of AIDS-related deaths 
in 1992. As she points out, our issues are “addressed 
all year round,” yet twice in the past year the Supreme 
Court chose not to address what might be our rights 
- the right to privacy and to intimate association in 
the case of Sahar vs. Bowers, and the right to speech in 
the case of Stefan vs. the Navy. Could it be that the 
Court senses that in San Francisco, which Oakley- 
Melvin considers the vanguard of change, LGBTs are 
content only to party in June - or to live out their lives 
acting straight as Larry Kramer and our own David 
Dalton recommend - rather than hear agitation or 
even agitate themselves for their rights? 

In 1980 the Committee’s fundraising co-chair, an 
aide to Louise Renne, then a supervisor, said in sup¬ 
port of de-emphasizing politics, “We have our rights 
in San Francisco.” Last fall, the Committee’s treasur¬ 
er again declared, “We have our rights in San Fran¬ 
cisco.” Yet so much has happened between now and 
then, much of it positive, and yet a queer youth com¬ 
ing of age in San Francisco today does not enjoy 
equality in the nation. In 1980, the Committee had a 
deficit approaching $10,000; this year, it approaches 
$100,000. What does one make of that? Is it an ex¬ 
ample of “a natural evolution,” to borrow from Oak- 
ley-Melvin’s vocabulary, or could it be that when the 
Parade Committee neglects its mandate, that is what 
happens? 

I can party all year round in San Francisco, and 
some nights do. So why should I go to the Pride 
Party? Well, in three years, I haven’t. 

Instead, I’ve watched the parade on television, 
where, we learned.in the ’60s, the revolution will not 
happen, and it didn’t. 

Such was my protest, such my celebration.

Religious ritual behind bars 

[The following letter was sent to Sapphistication 
columnist Beth Elliott:] 

You’re wrong about the relative importance of rit¬ 
ual and ethics in religion. This is a common mistake 
of agnostics and atheists in trying to make sense of 
religious people: we don’t want to accept the appar¬ 
ently superstitious and arbitrary aspects of their 
world-view as intrinsic. 

It is simply not true that “paying... dues, accepting 
personal limitations [and] humility” are in some way 
more important than “outward observances.” To peo¬ 
ple who believe that all of the above are dictated by 
their Creator, they are equivalent - whether it makes 
sense to “rational” people or not. 

For instance, according to Orthodox Jewish law, 
penitence and restitution on earth are necessary be¬ 
fore a crime can be divinely forgiven. Also according 
to Orthodox Jewish law, a man cannot shave. [Mod¬ 
ern Orthodoxy allows men to use depilatories on fa¬ 
cial hair, but not a razor.] Both commandments are 
based on the Bible, elaborated by generations of au¬ 
thorities, and equally binding. Violating one does not 
by any logic encourage observance of the other. On 
the contrary, if a prisoner takes the restriction on 
shaving seriously, I would hope this shows the ability 
to also take seriously the restrictions on stealing, beat¬ 
ing people up, selling dangerous substances, etc. 

Jailhouse changes of heart are notoriously con- 
tent-dependent. It might help reduce recidivism if, 
when ex-cons go back on the street, they take with 
them a few concrete reminders of what their religion 
expects of them. Moral exhortations don’t have the 
same force in this respect as daily physical practices. 
The reason people create and preserve ritual is that it 
steadies and orients the non-rational, animal part of 
our brains - the part that, physiologically specking, 
makes decisions. If religiously-based grooming ritu¬ 
als can help former criminals make better decisions, 
we potential crime-victims should be entirely in favor.

as President Bill “Come¬ 
back Kid” Clinton dodged 
yet another sex scandal? Or 
is the real dirt on the current Belt- 
way “Sex, lies, and audiotape” af¬ 
fair yet to be aired?

A Dianne Feinstein candidacy, 
many feel, would have been a 
huge boost to Democratic hopes 
across the state. 

Despite rumors that Jerry 
Brown is having “all kinds of 
trouble” with local issues, he is 
still considered the front-runner 
in the June 2 Oakland mayoral 
race, though he likely will face a 
November runoff. 

Democrat Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa will take over Assembly 
Speaker duties from Cruz Busta- 
mente February 26. 

Just Wondering Dept.: Why 
hasn’t the Hollywood circle of 
longtime Clinton supporters spo¬ 
ken up more loudly on the cur¬ 
rent sex scandal rumors? Could 
the Barbra Streisand factor be 
coming into play here? (Or hadn’t 
you heard that rumor?) 


In New Orleans, D.A. Harry 
Connick (yes, the father of the 
famed crooner) said this week 
that he will convene a task force of 
gay and lesbian leaders and top 
city officials to discuss the consti¬ 
tutionality of a new law calling for 
stiffer penalties for hate crimes. 

House Budget Committee 
chair Representative John Kasich 
(R-Ohio) is putting out hints that 
he would like to run for president 
in 2000. Not surprisingly, he’s 
been kissing up to the Christian 
Coalition and the Conservative 
Political Action Committee (C- 
PAC) for support. This, of course, 
is the same recently-married Rep¬ 
resentative Kasich they were whis¬ 
pering those lavender-tinged ru¬ 
mors about not so long ago in DC. 

Assemblywoman Diane Mar¬ 
tinez (D-Monterey Park), an¬ 
nounced last week that she will 
battle Marin Supe Hal Brown for 
the Democratic nomination to 
take on incumbent GOP state In¬ 
surance Commissioner Charles 
Quackenbush next November. 
Meanwhile, the commissioner and 
wife Chris Quackenbush, a state 
senate candidate in the Sacramen¬ 
to area, could become a rare hus¬ 
band-wife team in the state capi¬ 
tal if both are winners in ’98. 

City Hall insiders are asking: 
When will Mayor Willie Brown 
appoint a new supervisor - and is 
it really taking him this long to 
find someone “suitable?” Most 
consider the appointment long 
overdue. 

Senator Barbara Boxer, who 

says she will need to raise $20 mil¬ 
lion for a successful re-election 
campaign, is starting to pick up 
big-name Hollywood support like 
Steven Spielberg and Kate 
Capshaw, who hosted a recent 
fundraiser for her. Gay billionaire 
producer David Geffen is also 
aboard the Boxer bandwagon. 

A must-read for all political 
junkies: Tricky Dick and The Pink 
Lady. This book by Greg 
Mitchell (Random House, $22) is 
a lively and pretty even-handed 
account of the infamous Richard 
Nixon vs. Helen Gahagan Dou¬ 
glas race. 

Also doing well again in book¬ 
stores: Walt Whitman’s leg¬ 
endary Leaves of Grass. I suppose I 
needn’t tell you why, though given 
this classic’s homoerotic content, 
its sudden surge in popularity is 
amusing.

We have allegations that the 
Arkansas state trooper kept on 
Paula Jones to date the Guberna¬ 
torial Bubba for well over a month 
after he allegedly hit on her, and 
White House interns rarely have 
incidental contact with the Presi¬ 
dent. Not only would all this mess, 
if true, be creating the type of hos¬ 
tile work environment that leaves 
bosses open to sexual harassment 
suits, it would be “men behaving 


badly” writ large. 

And speaking of feminism, I 
don’t hear any of our leaders call¬ 
ing on us to believe the women 
accusing President Bill on the 
principle that “no woman would 
lie about something like this.” 
Monica Lewinsky has been por¬ 
trayed as paradoxically both naive 
and viciously cunning - gee, 
Madonna and whore all wrapped 
up into one! The Chronicle , giving 
credence to the stereotype of the r 
liberal press, ran a profile that 
contrasted her having volunteered 
to help the needy with going on to 
get a job doing corporate 
public relations (evil!

Nope, taking the feminist 
moral high ground loses 
out to partisan politics 
on this one.

Both believe 
they are the only thing standing in 
the way of society turning into a 
living hell. Since neither manages 
to combine social-freedom and 
economic freedom into a plat¬ 
form worthy of our votes, many 
of us have no reason in hell to 
support either exclusively. 

And both have complained of 
special prosecutor “excesses” 
when they were under the micro¬ 
scope. Both Ollie North and Bill 
Clinton have deserved it. T

Just shoot 
stereotypes 

The January 29 
episode of Just Shoot 
Me! , NBC’s wacky look at the 
glamour magazine industry, fea¬ 
tured Brian Dennehy- as the 
macho fireman father of office 
manager Dennis Finch (David 
Spade), trying to re-establish a re¬ 
lationship with the son he thinks 
is gay. Regular viewers of the show 
know that despite Dennis’s flighty 
attitude and catty remarks, he is 
quite the ladies’ man. Dennis’s fa¬ 
ther only saw that his slight son, 
who as a youth played the harp 
instead of football and now 
prefers Showboat to boat shows, 
must be gay because he’s not a big 
butch firefighter like his other two 
sons. 

To his credit, the father decid¬ 
ed to support Dennis, going so far 
as buying them comical matching 
T-shirts proclaiming, “It’s raining 
men!” Dennis tried repeatedly to 


get his father to understand that 
although he might not be very 
masculine, he’s not gay. Dennis’s 
two brothers, also in town for a 
firefighter’s convention, joined 
him and his father for a dinner, 
during which it was revealed that 
one of the brothers is a closeted 
gay man, causing the father to re¬ 
treat emotionally once again. 

Just Shoot Me! brought up two 
very good points with this amus¬ 
ing episode: First, stereotypes are 
unreliable. Second, closeting one¬ 
self makes it difficult for others to 
know the real you. While Dennis’s 
father assumed he was gay, the 


dad didn’t know how to approach 
him but finally decided he was 
just going to forge ahead and get 
to know the “real” Dennis. When 
he later realized it’s one of his 
non-stereotypical sons who is re¬ 
ally gay, and has kept it from him 
all these years, he stumbled back 
into his own emotional closet. 
Without the son’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion out in the open, it feels like a 
“dirty little secret” that keeps the 
father guessing and confused.

Vole and volatility

n early Valentine’s Day poem about the 
biology of love: 


How do I love thee? Let me cut the bull 
About how you’re so wonderful, 

And give it to you straight: what fuels 
My passion is just molecules. 

For what you like to call romance 
Is just a little hormone’s dance, 

And love is nothing but a vortex 
Of chemicals within the cortex. 

Before you scream “Reductionistic!” 

Recall that many an ancient mys¬ 
tic, 

Poet, and scribe have shared my 
notion. 

For didn’t a fast-concocted potion 
Make lovers of Isold and Tristan? 

And fairy queen Titania kissed an 
Ass-headed Bottom with amorous sighs, 
When Oberon instilled her eyes 
With juice of pansy-flowers. The poet 
Imagined it, and scientists know it. 

Since we’re agreed on love’s obedience 
To chemistry, what’s the ingredients? 

The answer comes from work on voles 
(They’re tiny rodents that live in holes) 

Done by Tom Insel, an M.D. 

At Emory University. 

The prairie vole (perhaps Microtus 
Ochrogaster, but please don’t quote us) 

Is passion’s slave: so keen to mate 
It brings a U-Haul to its first date, 

And moves right in, never to be sundered. 
Their love is such, that if one blundered 
Into a trap, the other prefers to mingle 
Its soul in death than to survive single. 

How different is its mountain cousin 
(Called M montanus , if you’re fussin’ 

About names). He scoffs at marriage bands 
And wastes his life on one-night stands. 

He’s called the “circuit vole” - he’s glamorous 
And sexy, but not amorous. 

“One vole’s a saint, and one’s a slut,” 

Thought Insel, “So, suppose I cut 


Their brains up, see what’s not the same, 

Maybe I’ll find what feeds love’s flame.” 

And sure enough, he soon was focussin’ 

On a tiny hormone called oxytocin 
Found in the hypothalamus and nearby, 

At the brain’s base, behind the eye. 

The hormone surges during sex; 

It fills the beast’s brain as he necks 
And smooches; it finds the neurons’ nooks 

And crannies; it freezes his lover’s looks 
Into synaptic concrete, leaving him forever 
Fixated on his mate - how clever! 

That’s saintly ochrogaster. But 
The brain of M. montanus (slut) 

Is wired quite differently, says Insel: 

There’s less “receptors” found within cell 
Groups in regions of the brain 
Where conjugality has its domain, 

Which means they’re deaf to the hormone’s call. 
So when sex is done the vole says, “‘Y’all 
Take care!” and off he trots to find 
Another vole with sex in mind. 

From voles to humans is a country mile, 

I grant you. Still, in a short while 
They’ll find the stuff that works for us, 

And then I’ll snare you with no fuss. 

I’ll send it as a Scratch ’n’ Sniff, 

But since the stuff works in a jiff 
I’ll make a point of being present, 

Or else you’ll fall for the first peasant 
Your eyes may fall on as you scratch, 

And that will leave me without a match, 

For the love-smitten can’t be unsmote 
Until they find an antidote. 

So that’s the truth about love’s biology; 

If you don’t like it, here’s my apology. 

You still say love’s a magic art, 

The breath of Venus, Cupid’s dart, 

Or some such stuff? Say what you like, 

I only know I love thee, Mike. ▼

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: Serostim® [somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] is indicated for the treatment of AIDS wast¬ 
ing or cachexia. This indication is based on analyses of surrogate endpoints in studies of up to 12 weeks in duration. 
Concomitant anti-viral therapy is necessary (see PRECAUTIONS: Generali . The continued use of Serostim treatment should be 
reevaluated in patients who continue to lose weight in the first two weeks of treatment. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: Serostim is contraindicated in patients with a known hypersensitivity to growth hormone. 
PRECAUTIONS: General : Serostim therapy should be carried out under the regular guidance of a physician who is experi¬ 
enced in the diagnosis and management of AIDS. Inadequate nutritional intake, malabsorption and hypogonadism, which are com¬ 
mon in individuals with AIDS and which may contribute to catabofism and weight loss, should also be monitored and treated. 
HIV and Growth Hormone Considerations: In some experimental systems, recombinant human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been 
shown to potentiate HIV replication in vitro at concentrations ranging from 50-250 ng/ml. There was no increase in virus production when 
the antiretroviral agents, zidovudine, didanosine or lamivudine were added to the culture medium. Additional in vitro studies have shown 
that r-hGH does not interfere with the antiviral activity of zalcitabine or stavudine. In the controlled clinical trials, no significant growth hor¬ 
mone-associated increase in viral burden was observed. However, the protocol required all participants to be on concomitant nucleoside 
analogue therapy for the duration of the study. In view of the potential for acceleration of vims replication, it is recommended that HIV+ 
patients be maintained on nucleoside analogue therapy for the duration of Serostim treatment. 

Increased tissue turgor (swelling, particularly in the hands and feet) and musculoskeletal discomfort (pain, swelling and/or stiff¬ 
ness) may occur during treatment with Serostim, but may resolve spontaneously, with analgesic therapy, or after reducing the 
frequency of dosing (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Carpal tunnel syndrome may occur during treatment with Serostim. If the symptoms of carpal tunnel syndrome do not resolve 
by decreasing the weekly number of doses of Serostim, it is recommended that treatment be discontinued. 

Patients should be informed that allergic reactions are possible and that prompt medical attention should be sought if an aller¬ 
gic reaction occurs. None of the 188 study participants with AIDS wasting who were evaluable for antibody assessments and 
who were treated with Serostim for the first time developed detectable antibodies to growth hormone (> 4 pg binding). Patients 
were not rechallenged. 

Recombinant Human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been associated with acute pancreatitis. 

Hyperglycemia may occur in HIV-infected individuals due to a variety of reasons. Serostim use was associated with a minimal 
increase of mean blood glucose concentration. Patients with other risk factors for glucose intolerance should be monitored 
closely during Serostim therapy. 

No cases of intracranial hypertension (IH) have been observed among patients with AIDS wasting treated with Serostim. The syn¬ 
drome of IH, with papilledema, visual changes, headache, and nausea and/or vomiting has been reported in a small number of 
children with growth failure treated with growth hormone products. Nevertheless, funduscopic evaluation of patients is recom¬ 
mended at the initiation and periodically during the course of Serostim therapy. 

Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, and other malignancies are common in HIV+ individuals. There was no increase in the incidence 
of Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, or in the progression of cutaneous Kaposi's sarcoma in clinical studies of Serostim. Patients 
with internal KS lesions were excluded from the studies. Potential effects on other malignancies are unknown. 

Information For Patients : Patients being treated with Serostim should be informed of the potential benefits and risks associat¬ 
ed with treatment. Patients should be instructed to contact their physician should they experience any side effects or discom¬ 
fort during treatment with Serostim. It is recommended that Serostim be administered using sterile, disposable syringes and 
needles. Patients should be thoroughly instructed in the importance of proper disposal and cautioned against any reuse of nee¬ 
dles and syringes. An appropriate container for the disposal of used syringes and needles should be employed. Patients should 
be instructed to rotate injection sites-to avoid lipodystrophy. 

Drug Interactions : Formal in vitro drug interaction studies have not been conducted. No data are available on drug interac¬ 
tions between Serostim and HIV protease inhibitors or the non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility : Long-term animal studies for carcinogenicity have not been performed 
with Serostim. There is no evidence from animal studies to date of Serostim-induced mutagenicity or impairment of fertility. 
Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category B. Reproduction studies have been performed in rats and rabbits. Doses up to 5 to 10 times 
the human dose, based on body surface area, have revealed no evidence of impaired fertility or harm to the fetus due to 
Serostim. There are, however, no adequate and well controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction stud¬ 
ies are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Women : It is not known whether Serostim is excreted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human milk, 
caution should be exercised when Serostim is administered to a nursing woman. 

Pediatric Use : Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS have not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: in two placebo-controlled clinical trials in which 205 patients were treated with Serostim the most 
common adverse reactions judged to be associated with Serostim were musculoskeletal discomfort and increased tissue tur¬ 
gor (swelling, particularly of the hands or feet) (see PRECAUTIONS: General) . These symptoms were generally rated by inves¬ 
tigators as mild to moderate in severity and usually subsided with continued treatment. Discontinuations as a result of these 
events were rare.

Because of the diverse clinical manifestations of AIDS, and the frequent occurrence of adverse events associated with underly¬ 
ing disease process, it was often difficult to distinguish adverse events possibly associated with the administration of Serostim 
from underlying signs or symptoms of AIDS or associated intercurrent illnesses. 


Clinical adverse events which occurred during the first 12 weeks of study in at least 10% of those who received Serostim dur¬ 
ing the two placebo-controlled trials are listed below by treatment group, without regard to causality assessment. 

Adverse events that occurred in 1% to less than 10% of study participants receiving Serostim in the two placebo-controlled 
clinical efficacy studies are listed below by body system. The list of adverse events has been compiled regardless of causal 
relationship to Serostim. 

Body as a Whole, rigors, flu-like symptoms, back pain, malaise, asthenia, carpal tunnel syndrome (see PRECAUTIONS: 
General) , chest pain, hot flashes, allergic reaction. Gastrointestinal System : oral leukoplakia, flatulence, dyspepsia, dry mouth, 
constipation, ulcerative stomatitis, increased amylase, dysphagia, esophagitis, colitis, pancreatitis, rectal disorder, gastritis, 
tongue ulceration, gingivitis. Musculoskeletal System, muscle weakness. Central and Peripheral Nervous System, dizziness, 
convulsions, hypertonia, neuralgia, tremor, encephalopathy, nystagmus, meningism.

The types and incidences of adverse events reported in an open-label, extension trial and in a single, foreign trial, for up to one 
year, were not different from, or greater in frequency, than those observed in the primary, placebo-controlled, clinical trials. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Glucose intolerance can occur with overdosage. Long-term overdosage with growth hormone could result in signs and symp¬ 
toms of acromegaly. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Serostim®[somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] should be administered subcutaneously daily at bedtime according to the 
following dosage recommendations:

6 mg SC daily

In patients who weigh less than 35 kg, Serostim should be administered at a dose of 0.1 mg/kg subcutaneously daily at bedtime. 
Dose reductions for side effects felt to be related to treatment with Serostim, which are unresponsive to symptomatic treatment, 
may be effected by reducing the total daily dose or the number of doses given per week. 

In patients who continue to lose weight at week 2, reevaluate for concurrent opportunistic infections or other clinical events. 
Injection sites should be rotated. 

Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS have not been established. 

Each vial of Serostim 5 mg or 6 mg is reconstituted with 1 mL sterile water for injection. To reconstitute Serostim, inject the 
diluent into the vial of Serostim aiming the liquid against the glass vial wall. Swirl the vial with a gentle rotary motion until con¬ 
tents are dissolved completely. The Serostim solution should be clear immediately after reconstitution. DO NOT INJECT 
Serostim if the reconstituted product is cloudy immediately after reconstitution or refrigeration. Occasionally, after refrigeration, 
small colorless particles may be present in the Serostim solution. This is not unusual for proteins like Serostim. 

STABILITY AND STORAGE 

Before reconstitution : Serostim should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Expiration dates are stated on 
product labels. 

After reconstitution : Use within 24 hours after reconstitution with diluent. The reconstituted solution should be stored under 
refrigerated conditions (36° - 46°F/2° - 8°C). 

Sterile Diluent, 1 mL (Sterile Water for Injection, USP) should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Avoid 
freezing vials of Serostim and Sterile Diluent.

LA HRC dinner to honor Coretta Scott King

|| ast August, a niece of civil 
rights hero Dr. Martin 
m I Luther King Jr. held a news 
conference on the steps of the 
Capitol in Sacramento to an¬ 
nounce that her uncle would 
never have wanted his name con¬ 
nected with the struggle for gay 
and lesbian equal rights. The fol¬ 
lowing day, the Los Angeles chap¬ 
ter of the Southern Leadership 
Conference, an organization King 
founded during the anguished 
early days of the civil rights move¬ 
ment, held a news conference to 
contradict King’s niece. But in 
politics and pulpits the debate 
continues. Perhaps the appear¬ 
ance of Coretta Scott King, King’s 
widow and standard-bearer, at the 
Human Rights Campaign’s annu¬ 
al Los Angeles dinner this Sunday, 
February 8, will put the question 
of King’s position to rest. 

Coretta Scott King is being 
honored for her “extraordinary 
lifetime of commitment to the 
civil rights community, which was 
particularly manifested for the gay 


and lesbian community through 
her amazing, instrumental sup¬ 
port on behalf of the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act,” 
says HRC’s Tom Gaynor. Al¬ 
though King has spoken in front 
of gay and lesbian groups before - 
including one HRC event in New 
York City 10 years ago - Gaynor 
says honoring King in Los Ange¬ 
les emphasizes the “high priority” 
the national organization places 
on the Southern California gay 
and lesbian community. 

“L.A. plays a pivotal role in the 
civil rights movement in this 
country. California matters. And 
HRC is not a Beltway organiza¬ 
tion. We are a national organiza¬ 
tion recognizing a national figure, 
and L.A. is an appropriate place to 
do that,” Gaynor says. 

If remarks made at the Na¬ 
tional Gay 8c Lesbian Task Force 
dinner are any indication, King 
will quell questions of her fami¬ 
ly’s commitment. “I still hear 
from people who claim to be fol¬ 
lowers of Martin Luther King Jr. 
but who think I should be silent 
about the human rights concerns 
of gays and lesbians,” King said 


last September. “All I can do is tell 
these folks that the civil rights 
movement that I believe in 
thrives on unity and inclusion, 
not division and exclusion. All of 
us who oppose discrimination 
and support equal rights should 
stand together to resist every at¬ 
tempt to restrict civil rights in 
this country.” 

Actress/activist Judith Light 
will also present Lorri L. Jean, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the L.A. Gay 8c 
Lesbian Center, with HRC’s Com¬ 
munity Leadership Award. Betty 
DeGeneres, Ellen and Anne’s 
mom and HRC’s National Com¬ 
ing Out Day spokesperson, will 
debut a public service announce¬ 
ment produced by the gay Holly¬ 
wood group, OUT There. Also on 
hand will be A1 and Jane Nakatani 
who, after losing two sons to 
AIDS, became involved with an 
organization formed to protect 
the Hawaii Constitution under as¬ 
sault during the gay marriage de¬ 
bate. ▼

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Rabble-rouser bounced 
from Castro Street Fair board

mid allegations that hetero¬ 
sexuals have spent years in¬ 
ordinately dominating the 
Castro Street Fair’s board of di¬ 
rectors and siphoning most of the 
annual event’s proceeds out of the 
queer community, last week a ma¬ 
jority of those directors voted 
their own leading critic out of his 
board seat. The action has 
prompted intense debate inside 
and outside the Castro neighbor¬ 
hood, and may generate a sizable 


turnout for a February 28 city 
hearing about the 1998 fair’s per¬ 
mit. 

Edward Goehring, who has 
long questioned the virtue of a 
gay-oriented street fair being run 
primarily by heterosexuals, and 
who, since joining the fair board 
in 1995, has repeatedly insisted on 
examining the nonprofit organi¬ 
zation’s financial records and 
nonprofit charter, left the board 
meeting in defeat last Friday, Jan¬ 
uary 30, having been voted out by 
six of his seven fellow board 
members. 


“That part of the meeting was 
short and fairly ugly,” Goehring 
said of the fair board’s decision 
not to re-elect him. “Then they 
voted to ask me to leave the build¬ 
ing, and so I did as graciously as I 
could.” 

After Goehring left, the board 
voted Steve Gaynes, who for years 
served on the Folsom Street Fair 
board, to fill the vacant seat. 

The board meeting was closed 
to the public and press, as are all 
of the board’s sessions. 

Carpetbaggers... 
in the Castro? 

In recent weeks, Goehring had 
mounted an increasingly public 
and sometimes acrimonious as¬ 
sault on the organization’s 
straight executive committee 
members. He charges that they 
have illegally and undemocrati- 
cally declared themselves “sole di¬ 
rectors and overseers of the fair,” 
relegating the board’s few queer 
representatives to an essentially 
advisory role. 

Goehring also accuses the 
board’s straight directors of sup¬ 
pressing dissent within the orga¬ 
nization, stonewalling in the face 
of demands for financial informa¬ 
tion, and of being “carpetbaggers” 
who live outside of the Castro and 
give back too little of the fair’s 
proceeds to the gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 


ual, transgender community. 

“The fact that all of the straight 
board members pay themselves 
for their work on the board (in¬ 
cluding one who receives an an¬ 
nual percentage of the fair’s pro¬ 
ceeds, totaling up to $6,000) ... 
casts doubts on the propriety of 
the fair’s tax-exempt status,” 
Goehring wrote in one of many 
widely circulated e-mail letters on 
the subject. He neglected to men¬ 
tion in his e-mail broadcast that 
he, too, was paid for his services. 

Since 1989, until the executive 
committee dismissed him from 
his duties in early January (prior 
to the full board’s giving him the 
boot), Goehring had been in 
charge of coordinating the fair’s 
security, communications, and 
medical logistics. 

Goehring told the B.A.R. that 
his annual earnings from his work 
of $1,000 to $2,500, along with 
those of his crew and the enter¬ 
tainers - all mostly queer - ac¬ 
counted for only nine percent of 
the fair’s $282,584 in expenditures 
over the past three years. 

By contrast, he noted, the 
money shelled out by the straight 
promoters to themselves and their 
mostly straight stage, cleanup, 
booth-marking, sign-making, and 
food-and-beverage crews, ac¬ 
counted for a hefty 35 percent of 
the expenditures during that same 


period, by far the largest figure in 
the fair’s debit column. 

Goehring said he gleaned that 
percentage from the fair’s audited 
financial report issued on January 
10, the first such report he was 
shown in two years of asking. 

In Goehring’s calculations, 
when the percentage for “straight” 
salaries is added to ones repre¬ 
senting outlays to “non-gay-com¬ 
munity” providers of equipment 
rentals, beer, accounting, rent, 
supplies and other such necessi¬ 
ties, the total spent by the fair 
“outside the gay community” 
comes to a whopping 89 percent. 

On average over the last three 
years, said Goehring, a mere two 
percent of the fair’s gross revenues 
were returned directly to the 
queer community, in the form of 
grants to nonprofit groups such as 
the Lavender Youth Recreation 
and Information Center and the 
Merchants of Upper Market 
Committee. Those two groups re¬ 
ceived an equal share of last year’s 
$5,000 donation, which repre¬ 
sented 4.7 percent of the fair’s 
total revenues of $105,440. 

Goehring said he is heartened 
at the increase in donations over 
previous years, but the percentage 
is still far too small for his satis¬ 
faction. 

Almost as disturbing to 
Goehring are inconsistencies he 
has spotted in comparing Janu¬ 
ary’s financial statement with one 
he was given from 1995. While the 
earlier report indicated the fair 
grossed $94,959, the latter tally 
sheet reports earnings of only 
$86,472.10, a difference of $8,487. 

“Where did that money go?” 
Goehring asks. 

Goehring said there’s no way 
he or anyone other than executive 
committee members or their ac¬ 
countant can know how accurate 
the financial statements are, since 
no one other than the board 
member in charge of concessions 
sees or counts money taken in 
during the fair. He claims that 
even as a board member, he had 
no access to receipts or other doc¬ 
umentation. 

Gay/straight litmus test? 

High percentages on the 
“straight” side of the fair’s ledger 
sheet are not surprising for a 
board that has been dominated 
by heterosexuals for years, said 
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Goehring, a transgender man. 
When he joined the fair’s board, 
he was its only gay member 
(while Goehring readily ac¬ 
knowledges his transgender 
identity, he prefers to be identi¬ 
fied as gay). Currently the board 
consists of three gays and four 
“non-gays.” 

All four of the non-gay board 
members, Pablo Heising, Richard 
(“Rick Slick”) Thomas, and Dick 
Carnes, reportedly worked with 
Harvey Milk in organizing the 
fair, which celebrates its 25th an¬ 
niversary this year. 

“Harvey Milk mentored me 
and Jake,” said Heising, who also 
operates the annual Haight Street 
Fair. “We worked with Harvey 
until he was killed, then we 
worked with [Milks lover] Scott 
Smith.” 

Goehring finds Heising’s claim 
dubious. “No one I’ve ever heard 
of agrees with that except him,” he 
told the B.A.R., adding that 
Smith, a friend for years, “never 
mentioned Pablo being Milk’s 
successor.” 

Heising, for his part, said that 
Goehring has had “a troubled re¬ 
lationship with the board. He 
thinks it should be all gay. He has 
tried to split it along gay/straight 
lines.” 

One of the fair board’s current 
gay members, Michael Meracle, 
who manages Walgreen’s Drug¬ 
store on Castro Street, concurs. 

“Apparently for him 
[Goehring] it’s important to de¬ 
termine who’s straight and who’s 
gay,” he said. “If that’s the litmus 
test, we’ve got more problems 
than he’s presenting. He’s more 
concerned about straight versus 
gay, which is very divisive.” 

Heising also dismisses inter¬ 
pretation of the split between gays 
and straights as far as distribution 
of fair proceeds goes. He notes 
that Goehring is leaving out all'of 
the fair’s gate receipts, which are 
collected by and distributed to 
nonprofit organizations operating 
primarily within the Castro and 
serving mainly the queer commu¬ 
nity. 

“Gate receipts totaled $24,000 
last year and were collected by 13 
organizations,” he said. 

Goehring responds that gate 
receipts are counted separately 
and are not tallied on the fair’s 
own financial reports. In a foot¬ 
note he appended to one of his 
own breakdowns of the fair’s fi¬ 
nances, he wrote that “although 
the [Castro Street Fair] promoters 
have none-too-graciously ‘al¬ 
lowed’ community/neighborhood 
non-profit groups to collect do¬ 
nations at the fair’s gates, the fair 
itself has never returned more 
than $5000/year to the Castro or 
the LGBT community (out of 
$100,000+ in income each year).” 

“He’s accusing people of being 
thieves,” said Meracle of 
Goehring. “It’s very inflammato¬ 
ry. He sounds very much like a 
disgruntled employee.” 

Beneficial to all 

Meracle adds that while “there 
have been problems in the past, 
when the promoters didn’t give 
enough back to the community,” 
that situation has been mostly 
rectified. 

“I’m there to make sure what¬ 
ever happens [on the board] is 
beneficial to merchants and resi¬ 
dents of the Castro,” said Meracle. 
“I’ve lived in the Castro for 10 
years. I heard no criticism of the 
1997 fair. It received high praise 
from all the vendors, police, and 
merchants.” 

Meracle also disputed several 
of Goehring’s other assertions, 
and suggested that he has a hid¬ 
den agenda. 

“It’s not true Jake and Pablo 
declared themselves the executive 


committee,” said Meracle, noting 
that he, too, serves on that com¬ 
mittee. “They’re the ones who do 
90 percent of the production of 
the fair. I don’t know how many 
people in the Castro have the 
wherewithal to put on this type of 
event.” 

“Maybe [Goehring’s] motive is 
he wants to take over the produc¬ 
tion of the fair,” speculated Mera¬ 
cle. “I don’t know what his agenda 
is.” However, he added, “I think 
Edward has a monetary stake in 
this.” 

Goehring dismisses the sug¬ 
gestion, saying he’d heard it be¬ 
fore from Heising. 

“It has been suggested to me 
that I intend to take over the fair,” 
said Goehring, “but I’m not inter¬ 
ested in being the sole person 
running the event. I’d be interest¬ 
ed in coming back to the same 
job. If a majority thinks it’s fine 
the way the fair operates, I won’t 
complain. I have no particular 
stake in the outcome.” 

To gay board member Leigh 
Christopher, the whole affair with 
Goehring and the Castro Street 
Fair board was an unfortunate 
product of personalities and his¬ 
tory. 

As the only board member 
who voted to let Goehring keep 
his place at the table, she said she 
“was concerned that if things 
weren’t illegal, they at least 
seemed questionable, and I said I 
hoped we were going to answer 
some of these questions, not 
argue about who likes who, or 


who told whom what. I’m still 
going to ask how much things 
cost and whether we’re going in 
the right direction.” 

Part of the issue, in Christo¬ 
pher’s opinion, is that nonprofits 
have changed dramatically in the 
25 years since the Castro Street 
Fair became organized. 

“It certainly is dominated by 
straights,” Christopher said of the 
street fair board, “and I think that 
should change. I see how that 
happened, as people left, the pro¬ 
duction guys were left. The four of 
us who are gay are brand-new. I 
feel Pablo and Jake and the rest of 
them were left with it and held on 
to it. 

“Our community doesn’t vol¬ 
unteer en masse. I’m optimistic 
that that’s changing.” ▼

member of the Open Space Com¬ 
mittee who wants the recreation 
center project to stay on track. 

Although Weaver and all of his 
colleagues on the Open Space 
Committee support the pool pro¬ 
ject, arid have so far allocated $1 
million toward its completion, they 
balk at the idea of pushing it ahead 
of the EVRC and other projects. 

Weaver said that the acting 
general manager of the Parks and 
Rec Commission, Brown ap¬ 
pointee Joel Robinson, wants to 


bankroll the Bayview pool by tak¬ 
ing away $100,000 from the rec 
center, as well as some $900,000 in 
fund designated for other efforts, 
such as preserving open space for 
endangered species. Yet those are 
funds neighborhoods have slowly 
but steadily banked through the 
Open Space Committee for com¬ 
pletion of their own projects. Di¬ 
verting them would constitute a 
breach of the committee’s proto¬ 
col, said Weaver. 

“The typical way to fund such 
a project would be for Bayview to 
take its turn, banking money over 
a period of years,” Weaver said. 
“That would be fair.” 


Weaver suspects Brown wants 
to do an end run around all other 
neighborhoods in order to score a 
touchdown in Bayview, where his 
fans are legion. He imagines 
Brown feels politically indebted to 
Bayview residents, who gave him 
nearly unanimous support last 
June in his quest to build a new 
75,000-seat stadium for the 49ers 
football team, as well as a 1.4 mil¬ 
lion-square foot mall 

Recreation and Parks acting 
general manager Robinson was 
not available for comment when 
the Bay Area Reporter attempted 
to reach him. However, the com¬ 
mission’s liaison to the Open 
Space Committee, park planner 
Joanne Wilson, told the B.A.R. 
that the open space fund current¬ 
ly is running a $2.8 million deficit, 
and must deal with the conse¬ 
quences, which means having to 
say “no” to many projects. She also 
confirmed the Bayview pool is a 
high priority for the general man¬ 
ager, and said, “A lot of funding is 
needed to implement that project. 

“We are recommending repro¬ 
gramming funds from other ac¬ 
counts, then we’ll build back their 
funds over the next four or five 
years.” 

What do the kids say? 

Among those most ardent in 
their support of EVRC’s expan¬ 
sion - and outspoken in opposi¬ 
tion to the idea of diverting any 
portion of the center’s expansion 
funds to another project - are the 
many queer youth who regularly 
use EVRC’s facilities. 

The EVRC collaborates closely 
with its neighbor across the street, 
the lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center (LYRIC), to 
provide programs for lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender, and ques¬ 
tioning youth ages 23 and under. 

“We provide a nice, safe space 
for the kids to hang out in,” said 
Mitch Thompson, 32, who over- 
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sees EVRC’s youth programs. “We 
always have food, from peanut- 
butter sandwiches to dinners. We 
play videos, read, listen to music. 
We have a garden that the kids 
and I started. About 230 kids 
came to a recent dance here, and 
there were no fights, it was clean 
and sober, and everyone cleaned 
up afterwards. In February we’ll 
have a bake-off, a festival of 
movies, a Valentine’s Day party, 
and a field trip to the snow.” 

On a recent Saturday after¬ 
noon, in a large room upstairs in 
the recreation center, about a 
dozen youth were kicked back, ei¬ 
ther lounging on couches, snack¬ 
ing on food, drawing at a table, or 
watching the classic drag-queen 
camp film Vegas in Space on a 
video monitor. 

One 18-year-old, Laurence 
Sears, said he has been coming to 
the EVRC for three years. He lives 
in the Bayview district, which de¬ 
spite having two boy’s clubs has 
no safe space for queer kids. 

“This is the only gay rec cen¬ 
ter,” Sears said. He was among a 
group of youth who recently testi¬ 
fied at a meeting of the Open 
Space Committee, arguing for the 
need to expand the rec center. 

“I don’t think it’s right to take 
money away from here,” he said. 

Another youth, 22-year-old 
David, said he has been coming to 
the recreation center since he was 
18. Celeste, a 23-year-old trans¬ 
sexual, said she first came to the 
recreation center last October, 
after escaping from the socially 
oppressive environment of San 
Diego. She currently stays at an 
Episcopal sanctuary for the 
homeless, but spends a lot of her 
time at the center “hanging out 
and bugging Mitch.” 

According to Thompson, who 
clearly has earned the respect and 


friendship of all the youth he su¬ 
pervises, the youngest person cur¬ 
rently taking advantage of the 
center’s programs is 13 years old, 
“though occasionally there’s also 
a 10-year-old whose father brings 
him here.” 

Thompson noted that most of 
the youth using the recreation 
center are teenagers who have 
been kicked out of their homes 
for being queer, are ostracized in 
school for the same reason, and 
have no place else to go where 
they feel wanted and safe. 

“Quite a lot of my kids come 
from Hunters Point, the Excelsior, 
and the Richmond,” Thompson 
observed. “About 28 percent are 
African-American, another 25 per¬ 
cent are Latino, 14 percent are 
white, and 14 percent are Asian. We 
also have lots of Pacific Islanders 
and kids of mixed ethnicity.” 

Thompson bristled at the no¬ 
tion that the center’s planned ex¬ 
pansion might have to be deferred 
or scaled back because of Brown’s 
desire to push forward the 
Bayview pool project. 

“We worked pretty hard to 
earn the seed money for this pro¬ 
ject,” he said. T

Queer pinball

Brown said. But “Go Girl!” has 
caught the eye of pinball game 
makers, after winning awards last 
year in Las Vegas and Los Ange¬ 
les game conferences. Although 
“Go Girl!” may never be pro¬ 
duced for the masses, it is a game 
one must experience to fully ap¬ 
preciate. * 

To play “Go Girl!,” one must 
step into an oversized pair of red 
six-inch heels that sit on the floor 
in front of the game. A cross- 
dressed Ken doll spins as the ball 
goes into play, and the ball imme¬ 
diately faces some knock-down 
bumpers of three notorious ho¬ 
mophobes: Lou Sheldon, Jesse 
Helms, and Fred Phelps. 

The ball continues to roll 
through zones of queer history as 
local celebrity drag queens egg 
you on with words like, “She is on 
fire!” or, “Oh honey, your lip¬ 
stick’s smudged!” As the ball is 
shot through the “Castro Cruise,” 
footage from past pride parades is 
displayed on the video screen. 

Standard pinball terms are 
given a gay edge throughout the 
game: drag queens scream “Jack¬ 
pot,” and the “Free Game” light is 
re-written as “Same Queen 
Again.” And to get to multi-ball, 
one must light up a series of tar¬ 
gets spelling out “Get it girl!” 

Multi-ball is the culmination 
of all the game’s features. Prior to 
the “drag show,” the live video 
camera comes on and displays the 
player’s face in a drag fashion 
frenzy. The player hits the flipper 
until the wig of choice is dis¬ 
played, and then the player’s 
image (in drag) is saved into the 
game for future display. Well- 
skilled players might even reach 
“makeup mode,” where they can 
apply lipstick and eye shadow. 


Players can even check the game’s 
web site at a later date to see their 
“drag-enhanced” picture up on 
the Internet! 

Better with a group 

The game is fun for a single 
player, but Brown said it’s just as 
much fun to watch, and even 
more fun to play with a group. 
With so much going on in the 
game, it takes more than one pair 
of eyes to catch everything. 

And you don’t have to be gay to 
enjoy it, either. Brown said even his 
dad, a career truck driver, became 
obsessed with the game’s antics. 

“If I can take my father over 
the edge with this game, anyone 
will enjoy it,” Brown said. 

Well-traveled pinball fans 
might recognize the game’s struc¬ 
ture as an old pinball game called 
“Earth Shaker,” which was made 
in 1987. While the bumpers, 
ramps, and flippers are in the 
same place, “Go Girl!” is a com¬ 
plete make-over from the original 
game that occupied its case. 

Enhanced with the video 
screen, camera, and a 486-proces- 
sor at its core, “Go Girl!” might 
actually be a predecessor to pin¬ 
ball games of the future. Brown 
said game makers at Sega Corp. 
are interested in bringing video 
into their new video games, and 
“Go Girl!” has shown them how 
it can be done. 

After its stint at The Stud, 
Brown said,“Go Girl!” might tour 
through other gay bars through¬ 
out San Francisco in the coming 
months. 

“But it’ll have to end up at The 
Detour,” he said, “because that’s 
where it was born.” T

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Preservationist to assess Fallon 
Building for Community Center board

\ he San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Community Center Project 
(CCP) has retained preservation¬ 
ist architect Jay Turnbull to con¬ 
duct another feasibility study for 
the proposed community center at 
1800 Market Street. Turnbill is ex¬ 
pected to determine whether the 
project can incorporate the 103- 
year-old Fallon Building that now 
occupies the space, which the CCP 
board unanimously decided last 
September should be demolished 
to make way for an all-new center. 

The CCP board of directors 
approved Turnbull’s hiring Janu¬ 
ary 21, prompted by an agree¬ 
ment made with Friends of 1800 
Market Street and the Foundation 
for San Francisco’s Architectural 
Heritage. Barbara French, the 
CCP director who was involved 
with the negotiations, told the 
B.A.R. the study will be complet¬ 
ed in time for the next meeting 
with Heritage on Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 17. Friends of 1800 Market 
Street representatives were 
pleased with Turnbull’s selection. 

“As part of the agreement, we 
said we would go back to the CCP' 
board and do another feasibility 
study to look at retaining the Vic¬ 
torian,” said French. “This study 
will re-cost the project.” The CCP 
board authorized up to $10,000 
for the re-assessment.

On February 3, Turnbull told 
the B.A.R. that he has visited the 
building with architects Jane Cee 
and Peter Pfau, and said an all¬ 
team meeting with engineers and 
consultants will take place soon. 


“It’s an important building his¬ 
torically,” he said. “It is old and in 
poor condition, but the quality of 
the exterior and some of the inte¬ 
rior is worth holding on to. 

“I think the building is worth tak¬ 


ing another look at, and am happy 
the board went in this direction.” 

The agreement between the 
CCP and preservationists also 
postponed action to determine if 
the Fallon Building is an historic 
landmark, until March or later. 

In a related matter, ongoing 
problems of squatters in the Victo¬ 
rian were discussed at last month’s 
CCP meeting. Dave Latina, the 
building committee chair, said that 
although the CCP shut off the 
building’s utilities months ago,

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"Art bank' closed , some grants end 

Visual Aid faces challenges in ’98

III fter eight years in existence, 
H || the nonprofit organization 
Visual AID Artists for AIDS 
Relief is facing what may turn out 
to be its most challenging year yet. 

The unique agency was found¬ 
ed in 1989 by a group of artists, 
collectors, and art dealers who 
shared the belief that artistic ex¬ 
pression makes a significant cul¬ 


tural and historical contribution 
to society. Unlike better-known 
AIDS service organizations that 
provide basic services such as 
medical, housing, or food to a 
wide clientele, Visual Aid focuses 
only on artists with AIDS (plus a 
few with other life-threatening ill¬ 
nesses). Besides helping them con¬ 
tinue their creative work through 
several channels, it was created to 
help artists deal with the loss of in¬ 
come they often experience when 


they get seriously sick. 

“An illness often isolates an 
artist, and they may be afraid to step 
out in the art world,” Visual Aid Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Jim Fisher said. 
“It’s all about giving the skills and 
materials to help motivate them.” 

In the case of Visual Aid, that 
means providing artists with sup¬ 
plies, workshops, and opportuni¬ 
ties for them to exhibit and sell 
their works. 

But for right now, that means 
dealing with a loss in revenue; the 
closure of its most popular pro¬ 
gram, the art bank; and questions 
about its finances. 

9% or 29%? 

Recent changes have signifi¬ 
cantly affected Visual Aid’s rev¬ 
enue; most notably, a three-year 
$75,000 grant from the James 
Irvine Foundation ended.in 1996. 
Also that year, Visual Aid’s federal 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
Form 990 showed only $18,168 - 
or 9.32 percent of its reported an¬ 
nual budget of $ 194,934 - was dis¬ 
tributed to clients in the form of 
vouchers that can be redeemed like 
checks at 47 local arts suppliers. 

Recently, after activists at the 
www.accountabilityproject.com 
web site posted copies of'Visual 
Aid’s IRS forms from 1992 
through 1996, Fisher and board 
member U.B. Morgan met with 
the Bay Area Reporter to go over 
the financial records and talk 
about some of the issues the 
agency now faces. 

According to Fisher and Mor¬ 
gan, the total value of vouchers 
that Visual Aid handed out to 
clients in 1996 was closer to 
$27,000, but the agency was only 
required to report the $18,168 in 
vouchers that clients redeemed by 
year’s end. Moreover, Fisher told 
the B.A.R., there is no waiting list 
for vouchers, and all eligible peo¬ 
ple who have requested vouchers 
have been served. Money that is 
raised for the program but not 
spent is either carried into the 
next year or used for other ser¬ 
vices for artists. 

Fisher said that in 1996, Visual 
Aid distributed $55,000 in donat¬ 
ed art supplies free to clients 
through its popular art bank (the 
figure was $95,000 in 1997, and 
$25,000 in 1995). Although “that’s 
not reflected in the 990s” because 
in-kind contributions are not re¬ 
ported, when those donations are 
considered both as revenue and 
grant outlay, direct aid in 1996 
comprised nearly 30 percent of 
the agency’s expenses. 

Surprisingly, Morgan and Fish¬ 
er said the art bank was far more 
popular among clients than the 
voucher program, even though 
both programs are free. “Some 
artists don’t need vouchers,” Mor¬ 
gan told the B.A.R. “Virtually 
everybody uses the art bank.” 

“We have been real lucky to get 
donations of supplies and materi¬ 
als,” said Fisher, adding that he 
constantly follows up with current 
and prospective companies to so¬ 
licit donations. “We are not an en¬ 
dowed organization, every year is 
a real struggle. In a dream world, 
the staff and board would create an 
endowment, and that would help 
underwrite program vouchers.” 

Fisher and Morgan also point¬ 
ed out that Visual Aid is legally re¬ 
quired to spend most of its funds 
- including the Irvine Foundation 
grant - for organizational devel¬ 
opment, and cannot divert them 
for program costs such as the 
voucher program. That is bal¬ 


anced by spending revenue gener¬ 
ated through fundraisers on 
clients only, and not on adminis¬ 
trative expenses. 

Perhaps most importantly, Vi¬ 
sual Aid does not receive federal 
money, and only a small portion 
of its budget is provided through 
city and state funds, including a 
$5,880 grant from the California 
Arts Council and $17,750 from 
the city’s grants for the arts and 
hotel tax fund in 1996. The hotel 
tax money was spent on market¬ 
ing and exhibitions, and the state 
funds were used for the newslet¬ 
ter, Fisher said. 

The agency has two paid 
staffers, and although Fisher de¬ 
clined to reveal his annual salary, 
he said the only paid employee 
besides himself is Jeffrey 
Longhenry, who serves as pro¬ 
gram director. Both men answer 
the phones, talk to any visitors, 
and perform all the other office 
work. Records from 1996 show 
$69,590 was spent for both 
salaries. 

“I make a little more, he [Jef¬ 
frey] makes a little less,” Fisher 
said, adding he routinely puts in 
60-hour weeks. Fisher is only the 
second top administrator at Visu¬ 
al Aid, where he has been at the 
helm since March 1995. He 
moved to the Bay Area from 
Texas, with 11 years of experience 
as a museum curator. 

The 1996 records also show ex¬ 
penditures of $20,628 for printing 
and publications, including 
newsletters and invitations to var¬ 
ious events; Fisher said Visual Aid 
averages 15 shows a year. A $3,050 
stipend was used in 1996 to hire 
someone to help manage an event 
for a photography exhibit, and for 
some people to do some photog¬ 
raphy work, Fisher said. 

Fundraiser Saturday 

People interested in helping 
add to Visual Aid’s funds for 
vouchers and other client services 
will have that opportunity this 
Saturday, February 7 at a “Lady 
Luck” casino fun night in San 
Francisco. The $25 ticket price in¬ 
cludes admission and $10 in game 
money. Donated art work will 
also be on display and for sale, 
some of it priced under $100. 

Most years, the organization 
has only two main sources of in¬ 


come besides grants and contri¬ 
butions. Under One Roof sells Vi¬ 
sual Aid items, and the agency has 
a very successful annual fundrais¬ 
er called “Big Deal,” where people 
and companies donate art that Vi¬ 
sual Aid sells at a fire sale price of 
$75 each. The money from Under 
One Roof, the Big Deal events, 
and the sales of a few other do¬ 
nated artworks goes toward the 
voucher program, since grant 
money cannot be used for the 
program. The one exception has 
been that a portion of funds Visu¬ 
al Aid received from the San Fran¬ 
cisco Arts Commission in 1995 
and 1996 were spent for vouchers. 

At the moment, Visual Aid has 
six works donated by the Rfeef 
Corporation for sale, including a 
beautiful 1937 Irwin Sinclair 
painting of the Bay Bridge that 
Fisher hopes will bring in $6,000. 
Unfortunately, the organization 
has been unable to find adequate 
space to display the paintings and 
attract interest in them. 

Until last year, the paintings 
and all the art bank materials were 
housed in a free space on Bush 
Street. Last October, however, the 
building owner found a paying 
tenant to rent the space, leaving 
Visual Aid out in the cold. 

“Our incredible need is for a 
free space for the art bank,” said 
Fisher. “It wouldn’t have to be 
large, the old one was about 450 
square feet.” Ideally, the agency 
hopes to find about 1,200 square 
feet of space, so its offices could be 
at the same site. “We’d like to re¬ 
main downtown to be close to 
gallery shows, Muni, and BART.” 

Visual Aid could also use that 
larger space for its regular work¬ 
shops, which address both practi¬ 
cal and theoretical art topics - 
from photography, framing, and 
welding to estate planning, build¬ 
ing an archive, and career man¬ 
agement. Visual Aid’s monthly 
artist salon also brings artists to¬ 
gether to critique new and old 
work. Volunteers present the 
workshops and are involved with 
just about every aspect of Visual 
Aid, Morgan noted. 

The program serves eligible 
clients in 10 Bay Area counties. 
Approximately 50 people current¬ 
ly utilize the agency’s services. Ap¬ 
plications are accepted regularly

n 1992 Mark Misrok had been 

driving a San Francisco cab for 
ll four years. He had attended 
two prestigious universities, but 
with dozens of friends ill and 
many dead from AIDS, he recalls, 
“I spent most of the 80s waiting to 
get sick myself. The idea of me de¬ 
veloping a career seemed absurd.” 

Misrok did not get sick, “and I 
became increasingly distressed 
that I wasn’t doing work that 
challenged me. I heard of 
a project that helped 
HIV+ people find 
employment called 
Positive Resource and 
immediately registered 
with them. I thought they 
would understand how I 
had gotten stuck for 
so many years.” 

Today, Misrok is 
the coordinator of 
Positive Resource, and both his 
and the Project’s accomplish¬ 
ments are impressive. In 1997, 
Positive Resource held employ¬ 
ment assistance orientations for 
433 new clients and placed 482 
HIV+ people in jobs. It estab¬ 
lished a computer skills training 
program that trained HIV+ stu¬ 
dents in four different courses. 
During 1997, Positive Resource 
completed a transfer from its 
original home at the AIDS/HIV 
Life Center to merge with AIDS 
Benefits Counsdors (ABC), 

Services provided by Positive 
Resource are free to HIV+ people 
and employers and have expand¬ 
ed during the last three years. 
“When I first volunteered in ’92,” 
says Misrok, “we did strictly job 
matching and spent most of our 
efforts contacting potential em¬ 
ployers, but volunteer support has 
allowed us to provide more ser¬ 
vices. In 1995, we began a weekly 
vocational counseling workshop 
with sessions on interviewing, 
self-employment, job searching, 
etc. Since the merger [with ABC], 
we’ve added voice mail services, 
educational workshops, and a 
support group for HIV+ people 
beginning new jobs.” 

Misrok cites the project’s com¬ 
puter training courses as one of its 
most successful endeavors. “Our 
clients were hesitant to take class¬ 
es not specifically set up for peo¬ 
ple with HIV. It’s terrifying for 
someone with HIV to make the 
decision to plan a future. I thought 
that if we set up specific classes for 
HIV+ people, they would be com¬ 
fortable taking the risk.” 

The assessment was apparent¬ 
ly correct. Since the first class in 
December 1996, Positive Resource 
has filled all of the 98 available 
class slots and roughly 200 stu¬ 
dents are wait-listed for future 
classes. “I approached the Support 
Center for Nonprofit Manage¬ 
ment, and they agreed to let us 
use their computer lab, which 
they had never done for an out¬ 
side group. I spoke at the Castro 
Lions Club about what we were 
trying to do, and through that 
found a volunteer instructor who 
established several of our courses. 
The students have accomplished 
amazing things. Five of our mul¬ 
timedia class students, most of 
whom had barely used a comput¬ 
er before, are just completing a 
full interactive CD ROM project 
through the Bay Area Video 



Coalitions Media Link Program 
that includes a multimedia tour of 
three San Francisco neighbor¬ 
hoods. We have received a $50,000 
grant from Academy of Friends so 
we can establish our own com¬ 
puter lab to provide more classes.” 

Community support 
makes the difference 

Misrok credits the success of the 
agency to many factors. “In 1996, 
our budget was under $30,000, so 
we’ve always relied on strong vol¬ 
unteer support. Our neutral loca¬ 
tion [at California and Van Ness] is 
accessible to many different 
communities. We are sen- 
sitive to how long it can 
^ take a person with HIV 
to make an employ¬ 
ment change and have 
built relationships with 
other assistance sources 
such as California De¬ 
partment of Rehabili¬ 
tation. We are in part¬ 
nership with the In¬ 
ternational Association of Machin¬ 
ists Life Employment Program 
(IAM CARES) and have gotten 
great support from the Golden 
Gate Business Association. Many 
people with HIV don’t realize the 
high level of employment and 
training support available, and we 
make referrals to all the different 
available programs.” 

Other community activists 
point to Misrok’s leadership as the 
source of much of Positive Re¬ 
source’s success. Cynthia Gold¬ 
stein, an attorney with the San 
Francisco Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, reflected the sentiment 
of many people asked to com¬ 
ment about Positive Resources. 
“Mark has done a wonderful job. 
He is extremely dedicated and 
cares very much about the people 
he serves. I don’t think Mark is 
looking for glory; he is looking for 
the grit, and I really admire him 
for that,” she said. 

“He was a godsend to that 
agency,” echoed David Bach, of 
Bach Personnel. 

Enter the AIDS 
bureaucracy 

Until recently, Positive Resource 
assisted HIV+ people getting jobs 
with little attention from estab¬ 
lished AIDS agencies and little fi¬ 
nancial support. “Even in 1996, 
many organizations didn’t under¬ 
stand why people with HIV would 
want employment services,” ex¬ 
plains Misrok. “Some gay-owned 
businesses were always good at 
helping HIV+ people stay working, 
but lots of other employers, even 
many AIDS organizations, weren’t 
educated about the issue at all.” 

That has changed dramatically 
in the last few months. Communi¬ 
ty activists expressed surprise at the 
amount of attention given the issue 
by the Mayor’s Summit on AIDS 8c 
HIV and at the recommendations 
of the Summit’s Subcommittee on 
Workplace Entry and Re-entry. 
Some activists fear that an effective 
grass-roots agency is about to be 
replaced by an unnecessary bu¬ 
reaucracy. The 37 Workplace Entry 
and Re-entry recommendations in 
Mayor’s Summit Report include 
creating a new committee, of the 
San Francisco Health Commission, 
a new Employment Program Unit 
and Unit Director within the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health (DPH), and an advertising 
campaign.

and are reviewed quarterly. But 
Fisher said he’s “remarkably flexi¬ 
ble,” and has helped clients who 
were too sick to wait for a formal 
review.

“The HIV+ community didn’t 
ask for this and doesn’t need it,” 
said HIV Health Services Planning 
Council Co-Chair Tom Galvanese.

the epidemic and knowledgeable of 
the needs of people with AIDS. I 
don’t support any effort to under¬ 
mine its authority.”

In patients with 
less advanced HIV infection in the zidovudine comparative trial, 
peripheral neuropathy occurred in 13 percent of ZERIT-treated 
patients as compared to 4 percent of zidovudine-treated patients. 

Patients should be monitored for the development of neuropa¬ 
thy that is usually characterized by numbness, tingling, or pain in 
the feet or hands. Stavudine-related peripheral neuropathy may re¬ 
solve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some cases, symptoms 
may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. If 
symptoms resolve completely, resumption of treatment may be 
considered at a reduced dose. 

Patients with a history of peripheral neuropathy are at in¬ 
creased risk for the development of neuropathy. If stavudine 
must be administered in this clinical setting, careful monitoring 
is essential. 

PRECAUTIONS 
Information for Patients 

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infec- 
' tron, and that they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with 
HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be 
advised to remain under the care of a physician when using ZERIT. 

Patients should be informed that the most common toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Symptoms of peripheral neuropa¬ 
thy usually include tingling, burning, pain, or numbness in the 
hands or feet. Patients should be counseled that this toxicity occurs 
with greater frequency in patients with a history of peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy. They should be advised that these symptoms should be re¬ 
ported to their physicians and that dose changes may be necessary. 
They should also be cautioned about the use of other medications 
that may exacerbate peripheral neuropathy. 

Caregivers of young children receiving ZERIT therapy should be in¬ 
structed regarding detection and reporting of peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of ZERIT 
are unknown at this time. They should be advised that ZERIT thera¬ 
py has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission.of HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be informed that the Center for Disease Control 

® recommends that HIV-infected mothers not nurse newborn in¬ 
to reduce the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 
Laboratory Tests 

Mild to moderate increases in AST (SGOT) and ALT (SGPT) occurred com¬ 
monly in clinical trials: these did not interfere with continued therapy. 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility 

Long-term carcinogenicity studies of stavudine in animals have not 
been completed. Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli 
reverse mutation, or the CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene 
mutation assays, with and without metabolic activation. Stavudine pro¬ 
duced positive results in the in vitro human lymphocyte clastogen- 
esis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse mi¬ 
cronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency 
of chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations 
of 25 to 250 pg/mL, without metabolic activation) and increased 
the frequency of transformed foci in mouse fibroblast cells (con- 
centrations of 25 to 2500 uo/mL, with and without metabolic activation). 

’ The parallel track program (STUDY A1455-900) treated 12,551 HlV-in- 
fectea patients with CD4 counts cSOO/mm 1 who had failed, were intoler¬ 
ant of, or had contraindications to other therapies. 


In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clastogenic in bone 
marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures 
(based on C™,) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical 
dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy 

Pregnancy “Category C”. Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C™) up to 399 and 
183 times, respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day 
and have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fe¬ 
tuses of a common skeletal variation, unossified or incomplete ossi¬ 
fication of stemebra, was increased in rats at 399 times human exposure, 
while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A slight 
post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure 
with no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human expo¬ 
sure. An increase in early rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) 
occurred at 399 times the human exposure, while survival of neonates 
was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human exposure. A study 
in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through the 
placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half 
the concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and 
well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction 
studies are not always predictive of human response, stavudine 
should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers 

Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is excreted in milk. 
Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in 
nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing 
if they are receiving stavudine. This is consistent with the recom¬ 
mendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their in¬ 
fants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV. 

Pediatric Use 

Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from 
adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with ad¬ 
ditional safety data in 115 pediatric patients and pharmacokinetic 
data in 25 of these patients. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV- 
infected pediatric patients (age range: 5 weeks to 15 years, weight 
range: 2 to 43 kg) after IV and oral administration of 0.125, 0.5, 
1, and 2 mg/kg as single doses and as BID regimens. The mean 
± SD absolute bioavailability was 76.9 ± 31.7% (n=20). Peak plas¬ 
ma concentration (C„») and area under the plasma concentration¬ 
time curve (AUC) increased in proportion to dose after both sin¬ 
gle and multiple doses. 

Following intravenous infusions (n=21), the mean ± SD volume 
of distribution was 18.5 ± 9.17 L/nT. The distribution of stavudine into 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) was assessed in 8 pediatric patients after 
12 weeks of multiple oral dosing. The concentration of stavudine in 
CSF samples ranged form 0.008 to 0.105 pg/mL at times ranging from 
2 to 3 hours post-dose (dose ranging from 0.125 to 1 mg/kg). CSF 
concentrations ranged from 16% to 125% (mean * SD of 59% ± 35%) 
of the concentration in simultaneous plasma samples. 

The terminal elimination half-line after oral or intravenous ad¬ 
ministration of stavudine was approximately one hour. The mean ± 
SD total body clearance after intravenous infusion was 247 ± 94 
mL/min/m 3 . The mean ± SD apparent oral clearance was 333 ± 87 
mL/min/m 3 . The percent of the dose excreted uncharged in the urine 
was 34.5% after oral administration. 

The clearance of stavudine is related to both body surface area and 
body weight. When dosing according to body weight, the recommended 
dosage for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 kg is 2 mg/kg/day 
in divided doses. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater should 
receive the recommended adult dose. 


ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT (stavudine) is peripheral neuropathy 
(see "WARNINGS” section). 

Adults: Peripheral neuropathy is dose related (see Table 2). 
Modest elevation of hepatic transaminases was also observed com-

Pediatric Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory ab¬ 
normalities in pediatric patients were similar in type and frequen¬ 
cy to those seen in adult patients. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended 
daily dosage revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic over¬ 
dosage include peripheral neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. It is 
not known whether stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis 
or hemodialysis.

government bureaucracy and an 
ad campaign. I’d like to know how 
many of the people who had a 
hand in drafting the recommen¬ 
dations stand to see their own 
professional and political careers 
benefit. The recommendations 
are about creating jobs all right - 
more jobs for AIDS bureaucrats.” 

Misrok is reluctant to talk 
about the issues raised by Getty. “I 
was not invited to be on the 
Workplace Subcommittee or to 
attend the forum on employment 
held the day after the summit,” he 
said. “I am worried that a city-ad- 
ministered effort will not be as 
sensitive to the needs of HIV+ 
people as I think we have been.” 

When ABC/Positive Resource 
Executive Director Paul Causey 
was asked whether a city bureau¬ 
cracy or his agency should provide 
expanded HIV+ employment 
support, he replied, “Look at the 
numbers. There are 15,000 HIV+ 
people in San Francisco, including 
people who don’t know they have 
HIV, people who have always 
worked, and people who cannot 
work. Positive Resource today has 
over 1,234 active clients. AIDS 
Benefit Counselors has about 
1,800 active clients, a third of 
whom have already talked to us 
about returning to work. So even 
if there are 3,000 HIV+ people ac¬ 
tively looking to enter the work¬ 
force, and I don’t think there are 
anywhere near that many, we have 
already done intakes and estab¬ 
lished relationships with maybe 
2,000 of them. Why set up a sepa¬ 
rate program with new staff, a new 
director, and new intakes, when 
we are capable, with some addi¬ 
tional city support, of doing that 
work?” 

For the time being, Positive Re¬ 
source remains the best source of 
employment information and assis¬ 
tance for HIV+ individuals seeking 
employment or to improve their 
professional skills. Their address is 
1675 California Street (at Van Ness), 
and their phone is (415) 928-1448. 
They are actively seeking donations 
of money, volunteer time, office 
equipment, video equipment, and 
up-to-date computer equipment.

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Squash

I:- didn’t think up a funny pun 
•" for this week’s column, be¬ 
ll cause I just love that word so 
much I wanted to see it in big let¬ 
ters. Squash. 

Around the year 1148 the 
French played “le Paume,” mean¬ 
ing “the palm of the hand,” which 
developed into Jeu de Paume, Real 
Tennis, Royal Tennis or, if you 
play the sport, simply Tennis. At 
sometime in the early 19th centu¬ 
ry, this obsession with 
rackets and balls f J 
spawned another variety 
of the sport, in the un¬ 
likely birthplace of the 
Fleet Prison in London. 

The prisoners in “The 
Fleet,” mainly debtors, took 
their exercise by hit¬ 
ting a ball against 
walls, of which there 
were many, with rack¬ 
ets, and so started the 
game of “Rackets.” 

Rackets progressed, by some 
strange route, to Harrow and 
other select English schools about 
1820, and it was from this source 
that our own sport of squash, or 
squash rackets, developed. 

Squash was invented in Har¬ 
row school around 1830, when 
the pupils discovered that a punc¬ 
tured rackets ball, which 
“squashed” on impact with the 
wall, produced a game with a 
greater variety of shots and re¬ 
quired much more effort on the 
part of the players, who could not 
simply wait for the ball to bounce 
back to them as with Rackets. It 
proved popular, and in 1864 the 
first four squash courts were con¬ 
structed at the school, and squash 
was officially founded as a sport 
in its own right. 

Move forward 130 years. A ball 
zooms across a small white court, 
bouncing off a wall, leaving one of 
a million dent marks in its path. 
Whacking the flying object back 
again is Wayne Bender. 

Bender became interested in 
squash in his Yale days, which 
seems appropriate, given its 
school-based development. “It’s 
a far more popular sport back 
east,” he says of the cousin of 



racquetball and tennis. When he 
came out to California to con 
tinue a grad degree at Berkeley, 
he was happy to find an on-cam- 
pus facility and took up squash 
again. 

Bender explains how squash 
differs from racquetball: “All walls 
and the ceiling are in bounds in 
racquetball. In squash, the ceiling 
is out of bounds.” Also, the squash 
ball is harder and the racquet is a 
bit longer than in racquetball. 

“It’s a faster game,” he says of 
squash, when compared to rac¬ 
quetball. “There’s also more of a 
risk when playing 
with a stranger.” A 
game is nine points, and 
you only score when you’re 
serving. “You have to win by 
two points, so it can go on 
for a while.” 

Since squash is an 
individual sport, the 
players tend to be not 
so group-oriented, so 
there really is no team 
or group. “I try to keep 
tabs on whoever’s interested in 
squash,” Bender says of the loose¬ 
ly-based group for lesbian and gay 
folk interested in squash. 

In San Francisco, he says, 
“squash courts are hard to come 
by.” The first squash competition 
at a Gay Games event was in Van¬ 
couver. 

Conversely, while squash is 
popular overseas, its similar sport, 
racquetball, is not. The lack of fa¬ 
cilities has left racquetball athletes 
high and dry. “They don’t have 
them in Europe; they don’t know 
what racquetball is,” Bender said. 
“Squash is more international, 
probably one of the sports where 
Americans are the minority.” Ac¬ 
cording to Bender, at the last Gay 
Games, over half the squash com¬ 
petitors were from outside the 
U.S. 

At the ’94 Gay Games in New 
York, four people from the Bay 
Area competed. “We expect that 
many, if not more” to trek to 
Amsterdam this summer, he 
said. “At least four of us have reg¬ 
istered.” 

Most of the people on the 
master list play at a few of the Bay 
clubs in San Francisco, but Ben¬ 
der spends time on the courts at

These demon¬ 
stration sports were added to make gay and lesbian sports more 
visible. For that reason, the demonstration events will be held at 
highly visible, open air locations, such as the Nieuwmarkt-square 
for team sports, and Friendship Village (in and around the City 
Hall and the Opera House) for aerobics and fencing. 

In addition to the six demonstration sports, demonstrations 
will be held as part of the competition program (such as diving). 
The number of athletes who will be invited to participate in the 
demonstration events will be limited; registration forms will be 
sent on a “first-come, first-served” basis. Applicants’ names will be 
placed on a list, and subsequently, the Gay Games organization will 
review the applications and determine who shall be invited to par¬ 
ticipate.

Berkeley as well. He is not aggres¬ 
sively training for Amsterdam, but 
regularly enjoys playing.

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Gender outlaw 
Kate Bornsteln 
returns to print with 
My Gender Workbook' 

by Adrian Roberts 

hat I’ve found is a pretty interesting hole in the theory that 
there is actually such a thing as a real man or a real woman,” says 
gender theorist Kate Bornstein in her latest tome, My Gender Workbook. 

Outlandish as that may sound, Bornstein’s book convinces the reader 
to re-think one’s assumptions about gender. Written in a style that 
Bornstein calls theory fuck — an academic version of genderfuck, or the 
intentional blurring of gender-specific signals — My Gender Workbook 
mixes anecdotes, multiple-choice tests, practical lessons, and no little 
heady theorizing to drive home the point that gender is not what it seems. 

At-times, Bornstein’s book proves thorny, but the author’s wit and 
down-to-earth charm provide a compelling and realistic context for a 
fascinating discussion of gender and culture. I recently had the opportunity 
to meet Bornstein in a cyberspace chat room — one of the author’s favorite 
“gender playgrounds”— to engage in a playfully antagonistic dialogue about 
her book. 

Adrian Roberts: Okay, the throw-away question first: If men are from Mars 
and women are from Venus, where are you from, Kate? 

Kate Bornstein: Gotta be Uranus. That’s the sound byte. But really, I’m more 
like an intergalactic explorer. 


My editor claims that 
gender is irrelevant. 
What do you think? 

I agree. It’s way irrele¬ 
vant, in the same way 
that race, age, class, 
and body type are all 
irrelevant until someone oppresses us for one of those reasons. Or until we realize 
we’ve been stifling our self-expression because we never really examined 
that stuff. 

So in other words, gender should be irrelevant, but the dominant 
culture won't let it be. 

Bingo, Go to the head of the class, darling. 


One of the key ideas in your book is the notion that we 
should "look for where gender is and then go some¬ 
place else." But let's face it, gender is everywhere. 
Outside of solitary confinement, where do you go 
where gender isn't? 


If we believe we can create our own paths in life, 
even a little bit, then it stands to reason we can cre¬ 
ate a gender-free life. 


You say that the "gender continuum" doesn't work 
because no one has really been able to locate the 
two supposedly fixed points — male and female — at either 
end. But why can't one's place on the gender continuum be subjective? 


I think it’s very natural for people in Western cultures to bracket experi¬ 
ence with something we can measure. But where does that leave our spirits?

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A star is reborn 

Julie Christie provides the luster in ' Afterglow'

|| n Afterglow, Alan Rudolph’s 

offbeat new film, Phyllis (Julie 
11 Christie) is a washed-up 
B-movie actress who lounges 
around her Montreal home in a 
bathrobe. Phyllis curls up at the 
edge of the sofa to watch video¬ 
tapes of her old movies while her 
handyman husband, Lucky (Nick 
Nolte), is off providing sexual ser¬ 
vices to housewives who interpret 
the term “general contractor” very 
loosely. Phyllis and Lucky have an 
asexual marriage, and a shared se¬ 
cret at the heart of their marital 
discord. 

On the other side of town 
from Phyllis and Lucky, Marianne 
(Laura Flynn Boyle) is unhappily 
married to Jeffery (Jonny Lee 
Miller), a sexually frigid corporate 
climber. Marianne, alone in her 
desire for a child, hires Lucky to 
build a nursery. Lucky and Mari¬ 
anne begin an affair, and when 
they rendezvous at the Ritz-Carl- 
ton, Phyllis and Jeffery, who show 
up to spy on them, begin a flirta¬ 
tion of their own. The result: an 
inevitable head-on collision fu¬ 
eled by booze, cigarettes, and 
self-recrimination. 

Nick Nolte, an actor of limited 
range, is perfectly cast as the phi¬ 
landering handyman. Lucky’s 
banter, in which he seduces a 
housewife with a series of double¬ 
entendres involving plumbing, is 
perfectly delivered by the 


thick-necked, dissolute Nolte. 
Laura Flynn Boyle and Jonny Lee 
Miller make convincing a yuppie 
couple who try to handle signifi¬ 
cant financial success without the 
stabilizing influence of emotional 
maturity. And in the background, 
another score by the ubiquitous 
Mark Isham ( The Ice Storm et al.) 
employs vibes, saxophones, and 
electronically produced sounds to 
highlight the emotional disso¬ 
nance among the bathing couples. 
Montreal, with its French influ¬ 
ence, provides a sense of place 
that is both familiar and foreign, 
universal yet specific, and Isham 
uses French versions of songs like 
“What Now My Love?” to provide 
amusing ironic commentary on 
the antics of the lead characters. 

Afterglow is the fourth film 
Robert Altman has produced for 
writer/director Alan Rudolph (see 
also, Welcome to L.A., Remember 
My Name, and Mrs. Parker and the 
Vicious Circle ). This collaboration 
of independent personalities 
guarantees a quirky, atypical 
product and, at least in this re¬ 
spect, Afterglow delivers. An idio¬ 
syncratic film with an improbable 
plot and overripe dialogue, After¬ 
glow navigates the treacherous 
waters of “comedy-drama” and 
stays afloat, largely due to the lu¬ 
minous presence of Julie Christie 
as the actress/hausfrau. Rudolph 
gives Christie the best of both 
worlds: Phyllis sports frumpy 
housecoats at home, yet when she 
ventures out into the larger world, 


she is impeccably dressed and 
coifed in a Hollywood diva style 
that Phyllis is not ready to surren¬ 
der, despite her reduced circum¬ 
stances. And Christie, at 57, re¬ 
mains a thoroughly captivating 
screen persona. 

Alan Rudolph’s script intro¬ 
duces some subplots that are 
abandoned or unresolved. Jay Un¬ 
derwood plays a co-worker of Jef¬ 
frey’s, and Domini Blythe por¬ 
trays Jeffery’s secretary. Under¬ 
wood’s character comes out as a 


gay man, and both he and the sec¬ 
retary make veiled sexual over¬ 
tures toward the constipated Jef¬ 
frey. The introduction and puz¬ 
zling abandonment of these sub¬ 
plots suggest scenes left on the 
cutting room floor. 

Afterglow is not a great film, 
but it is very entertaining. Like¬ 
wise, Julie Christie’s performance 
is not a great performance, but it 
is a very good one. In a year with 
few memorable leading roles for 
woman, Christie is a shoo-in for 


the Oscar. The character of Phyl¬ 
lis is bound to resonate with all 
those Academy members who 
Tailed to achieve success or aban¬ 
doned their careers. And almost 
33 years after her Best Actress 
Oscar for Darling, Christie still 
commands the screen like a bona 
fide movie star. T

June Bride in February 

Felder; Goodman in one-woman shows

ara Felder is back in San 

Francisco. There could be 

no better news for those of 
us who love theatre. Felder, a jug¬ 
gler, comedian, playwright, and 
artist, has been touring interna¬ 
tionally with June Bride, her 
sometimes metaphorical, occa¬ 
sionally painful, always engross¬ 
ing “tale of a traditional Jewish 
lesbian wedding, only with a little 
more juggling.” 

I recently had a chance to 
speak with Felder before she left 
for two weeks of performances in 
Amsterdam. “The show has been 
completely reworked and re¬ 
ordered since I did it at Josie’s in 
1995,” she explains. “I’ve been 
performing it all over the country 
since then, including the Yiddish 
Festival in New York. There were 
lots of Orthodox Jews in the audi¬ 
ence, and I was quite scared, but 
they loved it.” 

Felder’s gift is to present a 
piece that is gay-positive while at 
the same time respectful of Jewish 
tradition. “We look at our tradi¬ 
tion, not to leave it, but to trans¬ 
form it.” The play is 
based loosely on 
Felder’s own struggle to 
find a way for her to 
marry her beloved in a 
traditional ceremony, 
despite the fact that 
Jewish weddings don’t 
ordinarily include 
same-sex part¬ 
ners. Though it 
addresses a seri¬ 
ous issue, June 
Bride is always entertaining, 
whether its star is juggling ma¬ 
chetes while discoursing on cir¬ 
cumcision, or getting out of a 
strait-jacket while discussing how 
confining families can be. 

The run of June Bride includes 
several post-play discussions, and 
panels with Felder, including: 
“Jewish Weddings: Changing Tra¬ 
ditions” (February 15); “God 
Loves Queers” (February 19); and 
“The Politics of Same-Gender 
Marriage” (February 20). On Feb¬ 
ruary 25, you can see Felder’s 
work-in-progress on queer Yid¬ 
dish vaudeville.

Latin Hustle: Hispanic Kids in the Hall

uring the course of their 
show Full Frontal Rudity , the 
members of Latin Hustle 
portray leather fags, straight bar¬ 
rio boyz, Spanish talk show host¬ 
esses, and Selena-obsessed Chi- 
canas. In their ability to play both 
men and women, young and old 
as well as gay and straight, Latin 
Hustle — a local trio comprised of 
Jaime Cortez, A1 Lujan, and Lito 
Sandoval — comes across like a 
Hispanic Kids in the Hall. 

Like the Kids, Latin Hustle spe¬ 
cializes in sketch comedy, a medi¬ 
um which lends itself to a wide 
range of characters. In one skit 
alone, “Corrections Connections,” 
a spoof of a prison dating show, 
the trio presents at least a half- 
dozen characters, ranging from an 
addle-brained junkie to a tough- 
as-acrylic-nails transgender. The 
one thing all the disparate charac¬ 
ters in this show have in common 
is their Latin heritage. 

Nothing in Latin culture is safe 
from the trio’s comic skewering. 
They even take on the beloved 
diva of Tejano music in “Selena 
Support Group.” In this hilarious 
bit, grief over the murder of the 
singer brings together three Chi- 
canas, including one young 
woman who believes she is Sele¬ 
na. The hefty Cortez steals the skit 
as the obsessed young fan who be¬ 
comes enraged when her claim to 
be Selena reincarnate is laughed 
at. “Look at these nalgas !” Cortez 
demands, stroking his ample ass. 
“Once in a generation you see nal¬ 
gas like these.” 

Understanding Spanish on a 
101 level is helpful but not essential 
to enjoying Full Frontal Rudity. The 
Spanglish of the comedy troupe’s 
routines won’t prevent you from 
getting the gist of the jokes. And 
even if you don’t know a word of 
Spanish, by show’s end you’ll be 


fluent in expletives Espanol. These 
skits make it clear why Latin Hustle 
proudly describes itself as practi¬ 
tioners of “cochino comedy.” Occa¬ 
sionally, the potty-mouthed trio 
isn’t funny so much as sopho- 
moric, as during Full FrontaFs clos¬ 
er, “The Chavita Cho,” a skit about 
a serial “buttsucker.” 

A better example of Latin Hus¬ 
tle’s talent is “Sitting in the Park,” 
a sketch about the cruising tech¬ 
niques of two butch-fag Chi- 
canos, as played out by fuzzy hand 
puppets. The puppets add just the 
right note of absurdity as we 
watch the pair cruise passers-by, 
and each other, while strolling 
through a park. One of the pup¬ 
pets stands at the top of a hill to 
practice “natural selection cruis¬ 
ing.” “Only the fittest make it up 
here,” he explains. “Not the old or 
the weak or the tweaked.” The skit 
is a funny, nicely barbed lampoon 
of butcher-than-thou types. 

Besides the naughty puppets, 


Latin Hustle peppers their routines 
with rap and corrido music, and, in 
the case of “Corn in the Front Yard,” 
a slide show. This skit begins with 
an upwardly-mobile Latina 
(Cortez) complaining on the phone 
to a friend about the changes along 
Watsonville’s Campbell Street. “My 
own people have ruined the neigh¬ 
borhood,” she says. As she grouses, 
the audience sees a slide of each 
home on the block she derides for 
its “high wetback” garishness. Some 
of the houses are actually charming, 
but in other instances the skit pokes 
fun not only at Cortez’s bigotry and 
snobbishness but at the inarguable 
tackiness of these abodes. “Corn in 
the Front Yard” deftly pokes fun at 
the snob in all of us. ▼

Lover be true 

'Happy Anniversar/ extends at Rhino

I n this season of hearts and 
flowers, Happy Anniversary is 
something of a funny unvalen¬ 
tine. 

Lou Reda, author of the come¬ 
dy now running in Rhino’s Studio, 
makes a case against long-term 
gay romance with darts tossed at 
monogamy, boring nights in front 
of the television, and ritualized 
grocery shopping. But he makes a 
stronger case against being single. 
The unattached characters in his 
play are miserable, doomed to an 
unsatisfying succession of Mr. 
Right Nows. 

Striking a chord with audi¬ 
ences (the play’s run has been ex¬ 
tended), Happy Anniversary puts 
under a microscope the relation¬ 
ship between Chris, a would-be 
writer struggling against the 
bonds of gay matrimony, and 
Mike, an older man who is con¬ 
tented and mostly forgiving of 
Chris’ occasional infidelities. 
Their approaching fifth-anniver¬ 
sary party becomes the catalyst 
for a series of missteps that threat¬ 
ens to wreck the relationship even 
as the guests are arriving. 


Reda, the director, producer, 
and playwright of Happy Anniver¬ 
sary, gave up a suit-and-tie job 
several years ago for a life in the 
theatre. Primarily an actor now, 
he displays a sure grasp of dra¬ 
matic structure and a keen under¬ 
standing of how to get a play from 
page to stage. He has also man¬ 
aged to corral several talented, ap¬ 
pealing performers who add their 
own zip to the material, even 
when it sometimes falls into sit¬ 
com grooves. 

Before the show opened last 
month, Reda said in an interview 
that the play was inspired by strug¬ 
gles with fidelity and commitment 
in his own relationship. Indeed, 
there is an unusual thoughtfulness 
to the debates that embroil the 
main characters, and the earnest¬ 
ness of their words is matched by 
the actors’ delivery. As Chris, the 
aspiring writer who clerks at 
Macy’s, Leon Acord has a quirky 
look and intense delivery that con¬ 
trasts nicely with the solidly white- 
collar Mike of Tom Jermain. 

Both Chris and Mike have 
workplace confidantes, man¬ 
hunting, wisecracking queens 
who don’t mind stirring up trou¬ 
ble. For Mike, it’s the winning, 


goldbricking Thom, whom Matt 
Weimer hilariously plays as a kind 
of young, world-weary variation 
on Paul Lynde. Gary Wayne Farris 
gives Bob, Chris’ colleague at 
Macy’s, a tightly wound snippi¬ 
ness that rings true. As Chris’ best 
friend and erstwhile girlfriend, 
Christine Blake is refreshingly 
natural and subtly wry in her first 
Bay Area performance. Jett Pi- 
hakis and Steve Vickers complete 
the cast as various short-term 
partners of the other characters. 

Happy Anniversary ends with 
an ambiguous image, but the 
happy ending Reda withholds 
would probably have been real¬ 
ized with an additional scene or 
two. Not that anyone is likely to 
argue for a longer play, for this 
surprisingly strong debut errs 
only in its occasional repetitive¬ 
ness. Were it to lose 20 minutes, 
Happy Anniversary could easily 
become a staple of gay theatre. It’s 
smart, sassy, and in its own way, 
romantic. T

Zoe Lewis and her Rubber Band

: C hoops of recognition 

• greeted Zoe Lewis when 
she stepped on the stage 
rcently at Josie’s. The next hour 
showed why. An energetic per¬ 
former who is equal parts musi¬ 
cian, singer-songwriter, and story¬ 
teller, Lewis brings a confident 
and easy-going manner to a show 
that easily blends original songs 
and entertaining bits of autobiog¬ 
raphy. 

A well-traveled lass from a sea¬ 
side English village, her music has 
taken her all over the map, from 
Guatemala to Peru to Michigan. 
Along the way she’s amassed some 
eclectic influences and a truckload 
of odd instruments. Backed by the 
Rubber Band (Kate and Sylvie), 
Lewis adds to accomplished 
piano- and guitar-playing a fluent 
use of harmonica, pennywhistle, 
kazoo, bongos, and a slew of 
stringed instruments and noise- 
makers. The result is an intricate 
blend of New Orleans jazz, Latin 
rhythms, and bluesy love songs. 

Lewis’ writing style is clever 
and evocative, her subject matter 
as kooky as her musical style. Clad 
in vest and trousers, Lewis plucks 
and twangs her way through 


songs about everything from 
shopping malls to sheep to the fa¬ 
bled nice cup a’ tea. Her takes on 
various cultural oddities are en¬ 
tertaining. She recalls amazement 
at the idea of a drive-thru red¬ 
wood tree and fright at the first 
time she saw Jiffy-Pop in action. 
Apparently the Brits are deprived 
of that snack, though they do have 
a little yummy called 4 Faggots — 
molded patties of sweet brains. 
And in case we didn’t believe her, 
she brought along a package to 
prove it. 


Sporting a mop of loose curls 
and an unmistakably English 
grin, Lewis is a charmer. Her 
speaking voice is soft and lilting, 
her singing voice light but bright, 
and occasionally punctuated by a 
Satchmo-style growl. She shows a 
fondness for human quirkiness 
and is affectionate when poking 
fun of everybody, including her¬ 
self. Next time you find yourself 
in Botswana or a womyn’s festival. 
in Lodi, ask somebody where the 
stage is, and if Zoe Lewis is on it, 
sit down. ▼

Joe Beam was one of the first 
strong, clear voices of his genera¬ 
tion of black gay men. I had 
known Joe for years, seen him 
around Philadelphia for so long he 
was like scenery, tending bar at a 
restaurant I went to regularly, stop¬ 
ping into the office of the newspa¬ 
per where I worked. It seemed Joe 
had been around forever and writ¬ 
ing forever. Writing and not get¬ 
ting published — until Sasha 
Alyson, founder and publisher of 
Alyson Books, decided to take a 
risk on black gay writers — the 
first of many. The result was Joe’s 
pathbreaking In the Life. Joe was 
the maverick who found the key to 
the gates that had been locked 
against black gay writers. He gave 
other black gay men conviction, 
made them think they deserved to 
be published as much as the white 
gay writers who filled the pages of 
Christopher Street and lined the 
shelves of A Different Light. 

Joe was one of the first suc¬ 
cesses, the man who “discovered” 
the market for black gay books. 
But Joe was also one of the first

It is a 
story about my memories of them 
and about the place they hold in 
history — black history, gay his¬ 
tory, literary history. 

It is also a story about what 
happens when a lot of people with 
very strong and important voices 
die within a very short period of 
time. A void opens. A literary void 
and an historical one. These men 
were supposed to be the voices 
that would stir a generation after 
their own. They were supposed to 
grow into their art and beyond it. 
Their work was supposed to 
broaden over time, deepen, be¬ 
come richer, fuller, evolve out of 
the copious experiences of a life. 

That will never happen be¬ 
cause all of these men are dead, 
most of them struck down in 
their 20s and 30s, ages at which 
most writers are just learning the 
literary ropes. These men are all 
historical figures, but because 
their lives were cut short their 
voices could easily be lost amidst 
the long-lived, the prolific, the 
artists who never felt the same ur¬ 
gency to give the world their 
words while they still had the 
breath to speak them. 

When Essex Hemphill died 
two years ago after a long battle 
with AIDS, I was shocked. It was 
not that his death was unexpect¬ 
ed; quite the opposite. There had 
been many times in recent years 
when he was so ill that I had

thought, this is it. Like the time he 
collapsed during a book tour, his 
fever at 105, an abscess in his rec¬ 
tum filling his system with septic 
infection. 

Assotto Saint was alive then. So 
was Melvin Dixon. So were Mar¬ 
ion Riggs, Steven Corbin, Arthur 
Johnson, Redvers Jean-Marie, 
Craig Harris, Donald Woods, and 
David Frechette. Joe Beam had 
only recently died. 1 talked to 
Essex in the hospital. He was in 
terrible pain, going in and out of 
delirium. But he wanted to give 
me a good interview, no matter 
what. That was the kind of man 
he was.

The Collected Poems of Audre 
Lorde; W.W. Norton, $35 

hen Audrey Lorde was 
four years old, she prac¬ 
ticed writing her name. 
One day she dropped the Y and 
found she liked the symmetry of 
Audre Lorde. Arguably, the new 
name became her first poem and 
a model for those to come. For the 
rest of Lorde’s life, when society 
tried to define her, she trusted po¬ 
etry to reveal her true identity. 

Self-definition was essential. 
Lorde was born in Harlem in 
1932 and came of age in the Mc¬ 
Carthy era. In that time of right- 
wing hysteria she experienced the 
full brunt of what it meant to be 
lesbian and Black (a word she al¬ 
ways capitalized) in capitalist 
america (a word she lowercased). 
Friends could find her difficult. 
“Anger is what I do best,” she ob¬ 
served, and her rages were electri¬ 
fying. Further, as a black feminist 
married to a white man and later 
committed to a white woman, 
there were parts of her personali¬ 
ty that were guaranteed to offend 
almost everybody. Yet she believed 
in telling the truth. As she told 
readers in the aftermath of a mas¬ 
tectomy, “My silences had not 
protected me. Your silence will 
not protect you.” 

Lorde raised two children, 
taught at Hunter College, and 
wrote indispensable feminist es¬ 
says until cancer finally struck her 
down in 1992. Through it all, she 
published eight books of poetry, 
two sets of selected poems, and 
five volumes of prose. (A posthu¬ 
mous volume of verse appeared in 
1993.) Individual books brought 
little public recognition. Critics 
pigeon-holed her as black or les¬ 
bian or feminist and awarded 
token honors — citations of 
merit, honorary doctorates — 
rather than the major prizes she 
deserved. 

With the publication of The 
Collected Poems of Audre Lorde — 
400 poems spread over 500 pages 
— it’s clear that she needed no 
special pleading. Audre Lorde 
was, quite simply, one of the most

ometime at the dawn of 
time, when I was an under¬ 
graduate theatre major, I 
learned that until the 19th centu¬ 
ry, only men did theatre. When 
feminist scholars looked, howev¬ 
er, they found lots of women 
doing lots of good theatre 
throughout history. Thanks to the 
Guerrilla Girls, the same observa¬ 
tion about the presence of women 
in the visual arts can also be 
made. 

The Guerrilla Girls’ Bedside 
Companion to the History of West¬ 
ern Art is an excellent, albeit too 
brief, history of Western art, filled 
with fascinating facts, illuminat¬ 
ing illustrations, and plenty of 
sharp wit. Using various formats, 
including imagined letters from 
dead artists, The Guerrilla Girls 
point out the myriad ways male 
critics and historians have man¬ 


aged to write women out of histo¬ 
ry. An imaginary letter from Frida 
Kahlo includes the apt observa¬ 
tion: “The world just loves women 
artists who are sad and dead.” 

Men make appearances in the 
text, too, often through quotes 
that would be funny if we didn’t 
know already know how damag¬ 
ing they have proved to women. 
Consider Aristotle’s assertion: “It 
is absurd to argue from an analo¬ 
gy with wild animals and say that 
men and women ought to engage 
in the same occupations, for ani¬ 
mals do not do housework.” 
Funny, I thought it was my father 
who said that. . 

This book is a fine and funny 
addition to any art history collec¬ 
tion. It serves to remind us that 
women are everywhere, doing 
everything, if only we are willing 
to see them. T

exciting English-speaking poets in 
the second half of the 20th centu¬ 
ry. At the core of her achievement 
lay simplicity and directness 
transfigured into song. Consider 
the tribute to her mother in Black 
Mother Woman: “But I have 
peeled away your anger/down to 
its core of love.” Or the image 
which bookends A Question of 
Climate: “I learned to be 
honest/the way I learned to swim 
.../and for years/my powerful 
breast stroke/was a declaration of 
war.” 

Lorde’s poetry was inextricably 
linked to her personal values. She 
valued communion, and her 
poems were personal addresses. 
No pronoun was more common 
in her work than “you.” She also 
loved the rhythms of seasons and 
human growth. Her poems teem 
with autumns and springs, chil¬ 
dren and parents. Finally, she 
liked to repeat a poem from one 
book to another. There were prac¬ 
tical reasons for this (earlier vol¬ 
umes had gone out of print), but 
it also served a thematic purpose.

Like creatures in nature, her 
poems molted and were reborn. 

Speaking for blacks, lesbians, 
women, and all who struggle 
against extinction, Lorde warned, 
“We were never meant to survive.” 
She made the line defiant, and 
The Collected Poems proves her 
triumph. Audre Lorde has been 
dead six years, and already she’s 
reseeding in this book. T

Can those be bracketed? And 
what is gender, really, other than 
an expression of our spirits? I 
think this whole inspection of 
gender gives us something very 
earthly through which we can 
measure a spiritual journey. 


The connection between 
gender and spirituality 
could be the basis for a 
whole other book! 

(Wry chuckle) Well, I’d like 
to think it’s the subject of 
this book, but I’ll let that 
slide. 

Back to the gender continu¬ 
um —Why can't the ends of 
the spectrum be blurry and 
subjective? 


Okay, let’s suppose there is 
a continuum, defined by 
some blurry female thing on 
one side and a blurry male 
thing on the other. Don’t you 
suppose there’s going to be 
some ornery person who’s 
going to say, “Whoa... blurry as 
it is, it doesn’t include me!” 

You can say that a continu¬ 
um is one way that gender plays it¬ 
self out in the world. It’s even a 
very advanced way of looking at 
gender. But it doesn’t take into ac¬ 
count the degree of violence done 
to gender outlaws, or the power 
that is vested in being more per¬ 
fectly gendered. And most impor¬ 
tantly, the idea of gender as a con¬ 


tinuum doesn’t dismantle the bi¬ 
nary. 

So how can the gender binary be 
wiped out when so much of our 
culture is based on binaries — 
haves/have-nots, whites/non¬ 
whites, etc.? 

(Chuckling) That’s an easy one: 
The gender binary is 


already wiped out. 
The task is getting people to see it. 
That’s what the workbook is 
about. 

You do realize that some people 
hear things like that and conclude 
that you live in a fantasy world. 

(Sigh) Yeah. And there are people 



who won’t take this workbook se¬ 
riously because it’s pink. I know 
that. Pat Califia already has as¬ 
signed me to the “cute bimbo air¬ 
head” category in her book on 
transgender. (Shrugging) When it 
comes to gender theory, I’m the 
Spice Girls. 

In your book you say that one is 
transgendered if they're not 
perfectly gendered, or if they 
gain a different perspective on 
gender from the one offered by 
the dominant culture. But if 
that's the case, about 99 per¬ 
cent of the planet's population 
is transgendered, and that 
just doesn't seem right.

(Chuckling) Well, I think we’re at a 
turning point within the lesbigay- 
trans world. We’re redefining the 
terms “lesbian,” “gay,” “straight,” 
and “queer.” 

For me, "queer" seems like a nice 
umbrella term for anything "not 
straight." 

I think the terms “dyke” and “fag” 
are replacing “lesbian” and “gay 
man” as queer designations — 
queer being defined as the mark¬ 
er of a transgressive value, and less 
as a marker of sexuality. 

It seems that most transgenders 
buy into the bi-polar gender para¬ 
digm and only want to blend in to 
the dominant culture as their cho¬ 
sen gender. Do you think these 
people hinder the transgender 
movement? 

Good one. So we’ve got straight 
transgenders and queer transgen¬ 
ders, right? The transgender 
movement probably needs to em¬ 
brace a form of identity politics if 
it’s going to be heard. It says to the 
lawmakers that there’s something 
called a “constituency” that can be 
pegged down. 

Which is more difficult, living 
with or without a gender? 

Each is high maintenance. Living 
without a gender imposes the 
need for consciously navigating a 
genderful world. Living with a 
gender imposes the need for an 
unconscious acceptance and 
maintenance. Me, I’d opt for con¬ 


sciousness any day of the week. 

I'm thinking of your comment 
about gender being a perfor¬ 
mance. Wouldn't it be more accu¬ 
rate to say that gender is mostly 
subconscious performance? At 
least for most people? 

I think the word subconcious im¬ 
plies something integral to the 
person doing the thinking, where¬ 
as unconscious implies something 
we’ve bought into without much 
thought. 

Do you ever feel like you're 
preaching to the converted? 

I get accused of that a lot. And I 
think that if I were pontificating, 
then, yeah, that would be preach¬ 
ing. But all I’m doing is asking 
questions, the very asking of 
which might just fry some circuits. 
My Gender Workbook can be read 
and used by anyone, anywhere. 
Really. I know that the format will 
turn people off — they won’t take 
it seriously. (Shrugging) I don’t re¬ 
ally mind. People don’t take the 
Spice Girls seriously either. 

Does all this gender theorizing 
give you a headache sometimes? 

Big time! That’s why this is (hope¬ 
fully, really, hopefully) the last 
gender theory book I write! T

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Stranger in a strange land

Andorra by Peter Cameron; 
Plume, $12.95 

| t one time or another, prob- 
ably everyone has dreamed 
' of escape - of leaving be¬ 
hind the everyday world and tak¬ 
ing up residence in a faraway, per¬ 
haps exotic, locale. For most of us, 
tied by obligations to family and 
career, the idea of escape never 
becomes more than a fantasy. For 
the narrator of Peter Cameron’s 
new novel, Andorra, however, it 
becomes a necessary reality. 

The novel begins in mystery 
and unveils its answers slowly. We 
arrive with Cameron’s narrator in 
Andorra, a tiny country between 
France and Spain in the eastern 
Pyrenees. Though the country is 
real, Cameron creates a fictional 
capital city, La Plata, for the action 
of his novel, and this blend of fact 
and fiction, truth and artifice, is 
echoed throughout the work in 
the deceptions the characters un¬ 
dertake with each other, and 
themselves. The narrator, who we 
later learn is named Alexander 
Fox, admits at the outset that he 
had once read a book about An¬ 
dorra and thus became enchant¬ 
ed with the idea of going there. He 
also admits that he has come to 
Andorra to forget a great tragedy 
of his past, i.e., the accidental 
death of his wife and daughter. 

That’s about all Fox reveals 
about himself, at first. For as 
much as Andorra is a novel in the 
first person (it is, in fact, Fox’s 
journal), Fox is remarkably un¬ 
forthcoming about his state of 
mind. He is careful about what he 
chooses to reveal, both to those 
around him and, by extension, to 
the readers of Andorra. One thing 
that he does make quite clear, 
however, is that he needs the re¬ 
newal of this strange country. 
After he checks in to his hotel 
room, he indulges in the exhilara¬ 
tion of the new: “I stood in the 
center of the room for a long 
time, allowing the glorious feeling 
of arrival to wash over me. Be¬ 
cause we never know if we will get 
where we are going, it is always a 
relief to arrive there [...] I was 
starting anew.” Fox is intent on ex¬ 
ploring Andorra, and the reader 
begins to suspect that his curiosi¬ 
ty about the landscape, and his 
reticence about his past, is driven 
by fear of his interior, psycholog¬ 
ical landscape. 

The opening chapters of An¬ 
dorra contain vivid, evocative de¬ 
scriptions of the place and its 
character. Cameron sets the scene 
beautifully as Fox takes in his ex¬ 
traordinary lodgings, acclimates 
himself to the new country, and 
goes about, quite deliberately, as¬ 
suming the role of what he refers 
to as his new life. One of his first 
acts is to begin recording his daily 
activities in a journal. He careful¬ 
ly selects a finely bound blank 
book from a stationery store and 
then purchases an equally expen¬ 
sive fountain pen to fill the pages. 
He describes these purchases in 
almost loving detail. Money is no 
object for Fox, and he seems to 
have all the time in the world, but 
we don’t learn the reasons for this 
until much later. 

Though Fox is eager to shed 
any attachments to his old life, he 
is drawn into new attachments 
perhaps more quickly than he an¬ 
ticipated. Not long after his arrival, 
Fox finds out that Andorra is a 
small country in every sense of the 
word. The residents seem to know 
of him before he even gets settled, 



ment with them takes on the di¬ 
mensions of something much 
more than friendship, as he dis¬ 
covers that both Mr. and Mrs.

ow wonderful it is to be 
able to say that San Fran¬ 
cisco’s leather community 
has been involved with Interna¬ 
tional Mr. Leather since its incep¬ 
tion, when David Kloss went to 
Chicago in May 1979 to represent 
us and won the title! Of course, in 
those days, there was no Mr. SF 
Leather title. In early spring of that 
year, Hank, the owner of the Brig 
(now the Powerhouse), got wind 
of the contest and sent David to 
represent our community. 

This victory became the impe¬ 
tus to send our very best leather 
representative to Chicago for each 
IML. In subsequent years, Marty 
Kiker (1983), Patrick Toner 
(1985) and Lenny Broberg (1992) 
brought the title home. Also, in 
1992, Ms. SF Leather Blair won 
IMsL honors. San Francisco has 
captured the IML title more than 
any other city. 

Coming up is the 20th an¬ 
niversary of the nation’s biggest 
leather competition and San 
Francisco’s 20th anniversary of 
holding a competition to send a 
leather man to compete at it. On 
Memorial Day Weekend, some 60 
men from around the world will 
compete for leatherdom’s highest 
honor in the Windy City. To give 
our choice time to prepare for the 
event, the Mr. SF Leather ’98 
Committee has set Friday, 
March 20, as the date for the 
contest. In addition, the resi¬ 
dency requirement, for¬ 
merly one year, has been ^ ' 
reduced to six months. 

The affair will take 
place at Club Townsend 
that night. All the judges 
will be local leather 
people (including one 
from San Jose). The 
pre-judging inter¬ 
views will take place on Sunday, 
March 15, in a private area of Leti¬ 
cia;? (2247 Market) at 1300.

W hen Margaret Hamilton 
shrieked* *Tra melting!” back 
in Oz, that was cause for 
alarm. But a sculpture made out of 
caramel by artist Gay Outlaw, current¬ 
ly melting at Refusalon gallery as part 
of her Black Hose Mountain exhibi¬ 
tion, is nothing to be concerned about. 
It’s part of the natural life of the art¬ 
work, as foreseen by the artist: caramel 
under spotlights, naturally, will even¬ 
tually slide into sweet gooey entropy. 

Trained as a pastry chef in France, 
Outlaw has worked with delectable 
materials before: her “Tinned 
Wall/Dark Matter,” recently de-in- 
stalled from its place in front of Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts Theater, was 
a long, snaky wall made from bricks of 
fruitcake, air tight-preserved. But Out¬ 
law has no day job as confectioner: Re¬ 
fusalon gallery director Charles Linder 
says she has the true commitment of a 
career artist, whatever her chosen 
media may be. 

Consider the show’s eponymous 
work, “Black Hose Mountain,” a large 
sculpture which dominates the Re¬ 
fusalon space in the basement of the 
Crown Point Press building. The title 
refers not to lingerie, but to black rub¬ 
ber plumber’s hose, a lot of it, filled 
with plaster of Paris. A 10-foot-tall 
“mountain” of the sleek ebony hose is 
mounted onto a wooden underform, 
and it’s a formidable presence. Though 
it comes apart into many pieces, mak¬ 
ing it fashionably modular, “Black 
Hose Mountain” looks all of a piece. 

The show includes smaller sculp¬ 
tures made from aggregations of 
chalk, painted with center dots that 
refer to Outlaw’s pencil-pieces, and 
that hulking mass of hoses,, which in 
their way also resemble pencils in 
cross-section. We’d hate to see the 
erasers. T

tragedies, dying suddenly and 
alone in his icy cold apartment, 
his body not found for days, his 
second book unfinished. None of 
his close friends had known how 
sick he was. None of his close 
friends — his white friends — 
knew what a secret AIDS still was 
for many gay black men who were 
living with it. 

That was the secret Assotto 
wanted to expose. He hated how 
Melvin Dixon died right after 
winning a Lambda Literary 
Award. He hated how no one 
knew how sick Dixon was. He 
hated how so many black gay men 
he knew were afraid to declare, 
afraid to acknowledge, afraid of 
what telling might cost them. The 
silence was worse than the virus, 
he told me. The silence would 
overwhelm us. 

He never meant that as a 
prophecy, only as a warning. As¬ 
sotto looked beautiful in drag, a 
real street queen, an exquisite man 
with an innate sense of theatre. It 
was easy to imagine him as Cas¬ 
sandra — a prophetic voice trying 
to be heard — but hard to adjust 
to the awful truth of the image, 
only, of course, because Assotto 
was right. He published well over 
100 black gay men in his books, 
some of them not even living to 
see themselves in print. He was an 
unlikely activist, but he threw 
himself into the role and he 
worked hard to be heard, not just 
in New York, but around the 
country. His message was so sim-

the drivelous novel Angel Wings. 
In a perfect example of the sort of 
intellectual cronyism that charac¬ 
terizes today’s ossified queer lit 
circles, LBR allows Conn to yam¬ 
mer on and on about why she 
thinks people didn’t like her silly 
film, without offering or even sug¬ 
gesting that there might be anoth¬ 
er point of view.

pie: AIDS was killing black men, 
and silence about it was only 
killing them faster. 

There weren’t a lot of voices 
sharing the chorus with Assotto. 
The David Feinbergs and Larry 
Kramers were shouting from the 
rooftops, but they weren’t talking 
to or about black gay men. At the 
same time that New York publish¬ 
ers were tapping into the AIDS 
“market,” publishing book after 
book about white gay men and 
AIDS, Steven Corbin was told by 
an editor that his novel about an 
interracial couple with AIDS was¬ 
n’t realistic, just didn’t have a mar¬ 
ket. Now Steven is dead. 

I wanted to tell you a story 
about black gay artists for Black 
History Month. I wanted to tell 
you about how black history and 
gay history and AIDS history in¬ 
tersect. I wanted to tell you about 
the first black artist I knew who 
died of AIDS, a man named Sag, a 


Seeing things 

Somebody who also talks 
about himself a lot is composer 
Ned Rorem, only Ned is a talent¬ 
ed and important artist, wit, and 
raconteur who is always worth lis¬ 
tening to. In a hilariously barbed 
interview with Anthony Tom- 
masini in last week’s New York 
Times, the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
composer had some characteristi¬ 
cally vivid things to say about the 
state of his art. “I don’t want to 
sound like a crybaby, but this is a 
bad time for music. Everybody 
knows it,” Rorem said. Speaking 
of ex-Beatle Paul McCartney’s 
much-touted new symphony, 
Rorem said, “I heard about 20 
minutes of it. It’s wretched. We 
live in a philistine world.” 

Smugly narrow our world may 
be, but Rorem is widening the 
view of things with his latest com¬ 
position, Evidence of Things Not 
Seen, a concert-length song cycle 
based on the works of W.H. 
Auden, Paul Goodman, Emily 
Dickinson, Walt Whitman, 
Oscar Wilde, Robert Frost, Co¬ 
lette, and two texts by living writ¬ 
ers, Mark Doty and Julian 
Green. Rorem says the work, 
which premiered last week in New 
York, was inspired by the “loss of 
so many friends to AIDS.” 

Rorem turns 75 in October, 
but to hear him talk about art and 
life, you’d think he was half that 
age. 

Killer undies 

Interesting story in the Los An¬ 
geles Times the other day. Seems 
researchers working on methods 
of male birth-control have deter¬ 
mined that men who wear cotton 
briefs no longer need to worry 
that their undergarments are in¬ 
hibiting sperm production. 

According to the Times, Dr. 
Christina Wang and a team of 
researchers at UCLA were trying 
to come up with an attractive al¬ 
ternative to condoms and vasec¬ 
tomies as a means for male con¬ 
traception. The team alighted on 
the idea of polyester-lined briefs

I wanted to 
tell you that when I first knew Sag 
he could bring a house down with 
his sultry voice, that Essex was a 
poet who could mesmerize an au¬ 
dience, that Marlon Riggs was a 
stellar filmmaker, and that Steven 
Corbin was sexy, handsome and 
knew how to tell a story. I wanted 
to tell you that Assotto Saint was 
sweet and tender and fierce as they 
come, that Joe Beam worked his 
whole life to complete In the Life, 
and that when Alyson Books was 
sold in the same month that Essex 
died, Beam’s book went out of 
print and so did its sequel, Broth¬ 
er to Brother, which Essex finished. 

I wanted to tell you their story 
for Black History Month, about 
how hard they fought to have 
their black gay voices heard, how 
they went to their graves fighting, 
their mouths open, the words still 
flowing out. I wanted to tell you 
now, while you’re still listening. I 
wanted to tell you now, before the 
silence swallowed up their words 
forever. ▼ 


after initial research showed that 
sperm production is unusually 
sensitive to temperature.
